For U^; Fear Propaganda Moise 



Amkino, Amerlcaii picture 'releas- 
iBgaxm for Soviet Russian films. Is 
In a touBb spot as ^ result of 
Xtussiaa recognition by the U. 3: 
Company's problem now consists in 
finding out what is or Is not propa- 
ganda in films, what might or what 
anight not be construed as propa- 
ganda in filnis and . what to do with 
the pictures that will .have to be 
tfoughea because ot propagandistic 
tendencies. 

No Russian- films have been im- 
ported to the tJ. S. in about, three 
snonths or more, with the office 
awaiting results of the Russ-Amerl- 
ican confabs. One picture, ^esert- 
me,' made by Pudovkin, next in stat- 
ure only to ESisensteln in Russ cine- 
matics, :has -been order^ returned 
to Russia unshown, according, to 
cable ^ advice from HoscoW. It's 
about' the only film Amkino has oh 
hand which has not been shown in 
the U. S. as yet, and Amkino had 
previously flguired on doing pretty 
well with it here. 

There are one or two pictures en 
voute here now, which will undergo 
^iQBe scrutiny before release. Rus- 
sian government is too anxious to 
avoid offending or breaking the 
agreements in the Roosevelt-Lltvi- 
nott pact to take any chances. 

Most films in Russiia during the 
past have been made with open at- 
tention primarily to education. 
These are "What nearly entirely fall 
vnder the propoganda class from, the 
U. S. standpoint , Recently, It Is. 
nnderstopd, the Russ fllmers have 
veered away from this viewpoint 
considerably, but these newer fllm^ 
are not y6t ready for world showr 
*ng. 

Another headache for Amkino is 
what ^ do with Russ films alrtody 
released and' floating afbUftd the 
country. Attempts are beliig made 
to call all these prints In, just to 
play safe.

In an amended complaint fileh. in 
the N. Y. Supreme Court yesterday 
(Monday), Edward Hemjner. who is 
suiiig Mary Pickford for $260,000 for 
managerial services allegedly given 
her'b'veF a period of years, re-vi^^d 
the language of the clause which the 
picture stars counsel had . attackejd 
as' 'scanda.lous'. The court ordered 
the rewriting -two -weeks ago on '^a 
motion by Mary Pickford's lawyer 
Latter at the time also asked that 
Hcmmer be instructed to submit.. a 
more detailed bill of partlculats. 

Clause in. the cortipialht whlqh 
drew the fire of Pickford counsel re 
laied to the advice Henimer alleged 
he gave Miss Pickford against as- 
sociating -with Douglas FairbanHs 
because! she had not as 'yet been 
divorced from .Owen .Moor6. Hem 
mer listed this item of advice as one 
of the services he had rendered the 
defendant prior to her mother's 
death. The advice no gave on thld 
topic, Hemmer's revised complaint 
points out,, was of 'imnjen.se value' 
to Mary Pickford's career, since, he 
said, the preiservatlpn of a ^ood 
reputation both in private and pub- 

lic^life is-of-extreme^lmhflrtance^il 
an actresd in the motlpn-picturie 
business. The ad-vice , InyPlvlhg 
Fairbanks, Hemmer admits. Was not 
us 2d, but tie repeats that he . did tell 
her at the time that siich associa- 
tion 'tended to belittle her In the 
eyes of her public and to Impair the 
reputation that she had acquired in 
the film world as a demure and in- 
nocent little girl'.

Wili^ch^e$ at 68; Knew 
Much, but Known by Few 



A book could . be written abpift 
Frank Wilstacii aiid yet a Ipt wpuld 
be left utfsaidi ^he man> "p^fiP ca,r-- 
rled to his -gra-Ve -last '• FKiday the 
active tltl^ of publicity overseer for 
th.ft. , Hays organlzatipn . was of 
unique composition. A college dl- 
plpma was . fpllPiyed by year^g of 
press , agentiry in the circus and 
wprld travels with celebrities of t'he 
legitimate, during . which he had 
time to write several biographies 
and create his dictlpnary . of similes, 
before Wilstach seven years ago 
aligned himself with WIU Hays. ' 

Yet Wlistaich was i-eally known 
by but few picture people. Even 
publicists: of ' thtt •various member 
companies offhand would- describe 
him as 'grouchy.* They had to. think 
twice before they corrected this to 
'considerate.^' And -when they, 
thought a third time they realized 
that after all Frank -was only pro- 
tecting them and lending advice 
from a brain as k«en during his 
68th. year as that of the average 
mari of 30. 

Those 'Who went a.llttle. futther 
could g6t some Inkling of the cause 
for . hi^ friends' apprecla.tlpn of his 
full wPrtii» He .-wasn't .afra.id to go 
to bat any place or any time. Some- 
how, with all of hid duties hfe found 
time to take care of - the mo^t 
screwy' .recjuests for information 
vyhlch daily deluged his desk. 

It. wasn't easy .to know Wllstaph. 
He liked.jpeople or he didn't, iind lie 
took his time about making up his 
mlh.d' But even those he didn't like 
came to him for advice or Informjl,- 
tlon, and he gave, it willingly." ; 

To know Wilstach was a revela- 
tion which caused more than one 
of his friends in. the show world at 
various times tp describe' him as 
the -world's oddest pi*ess agent. ' 

Learned In ^Shakespeare and Eng- 
lish history, Frank could detect the 
errors of modern biographers and 
historians with the ease of a child 
reciting class work. He could be 
igruff> and for all of his -worldliness 
end depth as a scholar he had ceN 
tain rustic traits. He never took a 
trip without carrying a camera, and 
be always came back with iphotor 
graphs that are -earfled' on all of 
the penny pofitcards. 

Spthern .a Friend 

When E. H. Spthern died sud- 
denly of pneumonia a few weeks be- 
fore Wilstach was taken fatally Hi, 
Frank, who had. trpuped with Soth- 
err. and Marlowe, observed:. "To 
think that a man pf bis age didn't 
khoVir better.' 

And when Wilstach got his last 
cold he got out of bed several times 
to come down to the office. Hie knew 
there was trouble, and that new 
machlnfery in advance of t'he film 
code was being setup.

Undoubtedly> however, the other 
Bide which dpposes the removal of 
the trustees would a.ttempt to ap- 
peal from any piDssible reversal by 
the Circuit court of the ruling be- 
low. Zirn'g appeal Is from the S. 
District Court's refusal last. euni- 
mer to entertain a motion for the 
dismissal of the trusteed. 

Zirn, who admitted to the record 
for the first time that he repre- 
sentis $30,000 of bonds, detailed to 
the court his reasons for considet-^ 
Ing Hllles; Richardson and; Leake 
unqualified to; act as trustees for 
- Par, 

Says Interests Conflict 

He attempted to ishow that each 
of the trustees had either, bank, cor- 
poration or other film company 
connections which might hamper 
them in protection of creditors to 
the fullest extent. Among other 
things, he cited the film-hockihg 
bank deal and said the Par trustees 
did liot bring suit to set aside the 
alleged preference thereunder until 
three: days after they were served 
Ir. the present Action to oust tbem. 

Taking up the trustees Individu- 
ally, Zirh charged that Hilles yfaa 
a director of the Bankers Trust Co., 
one of the defendants in the bank 
group suit at. the time he became 
a Par trustee, that he still owns iOO 
shares of Bankers Trust stock, and 
was a director of .an insurance com 
pany which collected .$78,000 in 
premiums from Par the year prior to 
receivership. Zlrn also ch^-rged 
that HiUea was Instrumental in get 
ting attorneys to, persyade Justice 
Eydon Of the Supreme Court to 
change a temporary receivership 
over Film Productions Corp., hock' 
~ ed film subsidiary, to an iiljunctiori 
which prevents tliat company from 
releasing any of its efCects^stiU in 
force.

As to Aichardsoh

for alleged reasons, also had con- 
nections which the . bpridhdlder at- 
torney avers isqualify hlni to 
serve for Par under bankruptcy.

'Wiggin said, was 'absolutely false/

past month brought NBC $2,154,108 
and CBS $1,'256,854< 
1 For Columbi.it the November bill- 
ings were the Ingest in the history 
of the network; In the case.. of NBC 
the ; . November, . *33, accumulation 
was under the. November,. '31, level. 
Takings, last . month gave CijS a 
hefty boost over the month of. Sep- 
tember, Which: showed $1,114,107. 
Tlie difference between the. .two' 
months in the NBC column was 
slight. 

• Both webs are expected to dhow 
far more .substantial increases over 
the current month of Decemb er 
as compared to a year ago. Last 
December NBC grossed $2,000,454, 
while the. Columbia billings added 
up to $1,006,229.

Governing Industry After Dec. 11 



Washlnfftoni Dec. 4.' 
Kadio l>roadcasting comes under 
government wing for second, time on 
Dec. 11 when. NRA code, approved 
by President Rolosevelt at Wia,rm 
Springs Nov. 27 goes opera- 
tion. 

Numerous changes, ffew of out- 
standing significance, have been 
znade blnce puWic hearings, coji- 
cluded in October, but wage iihd 
hour figures havie been juggled and 
trade pt"a.cticG provisions have be6n 
reworked' in detail. 

Temporary . code authority which 
Will report in 90 days rpgdrdlng per- 
manent • .method of administration,, 
will include: president - Alfred J, 
iHicCosker, Frank M. RUssell, NBCj 
Jtf. R. Runyon of CBS; John Shep- 
ard, III of the Yankee Network, 
Isaac Z. Buckwalter of WGALr, Lan- 
caster, Pa., and John Elmer, of 
WCBMi Baltirnore, a,B representa- 
tives of the National .'Association 
of Broadcasters. Edward N. Nockels 
of WCFLi Chicago, James \y. Bald- 
win^ former secretary of the Federal 
Radio Comnii'ssion, and James Kier- 
nan 6f WLWL, New York City, are 
independent members of authority 
board,. 

■ Three Federal representatives will 
"be named in th^ . near future and, 
according to insidei gossip, will be 
William A. Farnsworth. assistant 
deputy administrator, who . took 
charge of code negotiations; Chair- 
man Eugene O. Sykes of the Radio 
Commission, and Harry Shaw of 
WMT, Waterloo, lai, former NAB 
president. 

Contrasted with the code upon 
which hearings were held, wage and 
hour provisions have been altered 
In a number of resp^.cts, but the 
controversy over limiting working 
time of studio engineers to 40 hours 
has been left up to the code author- 
ity for special investigation with a 
reipbrt scheduled Within 90. days. 
Wage Rates. 

Wage scales f of broadcast tech- 
nicians, which Includes radio opera- 
tors and control men, have biien 
ttrokeii down to provide $40 for em- 
ployee^ of clear channel or high- 
power regional stations, $30 for em- 
ployees of clear channel part tim6 
or low-power regional stations, and 
$20 tor low power part time re- 
.Kionals, local unlimited, and local 
-part time stations. 

Minimum rates for announcers 
ftnd program production employees 
vemain $20 except in std,tions where 
not more than ten persons are en- 
gaged the .basic rate is $16. .All 
other employees will be graded^ ac- 
cording to. population as provided 
In the President's re-employment 
agreement between $16 and. $12. 

Provisions requiring preparation 
of detailed rate cards have been re- 
tained with few changes, although 
- .the:.flnal form calls for posting of 
.these schedules with/the code au- 
thority ra,ther than with NAB. 
Tlnie required to elapse between 
filing of notice of change and mak- 
ing ot. the anticipated ehange-rhas 
been cut from 30 to 15 days. While 
the provision limiting agency com- 
missions to 15% plus cash dis- 
count Hia^ been dropped. 

.Renewals Affected 

■A stgniflcant feature is a provi- 
sion tucked in near the end speci- 
fying that restrictions on rates and 
discbuntis. apply only to contracts 
made after the code, becomes opera- 
tive. Code provisions apply to ro- 
newals or extensions, however, ex- 
cept in the case 'there is vested in 
a party other than the broadcaster 
or network a right to renew or ex- 
tend the then existing rates.'_ 
...A provisloh . not contained In the 
original proposals prohibits furnish- 
ing of 'special . service* includihig: 
"lpIcTcup^^and"'wrre"lIif6§^"fft-^less^= 
cost, while another amendment for- 
bids interspersing commercial an- 
nouncements with sustaining pro- 
grams In such a way as to mislead 
listeners to belle.ve prcgram is spon- 
JBored, 

Other trade practice provisions, 
including prohibition of (3ong--plug- 
Ing, and outlawing of lotteries, 
titand as orlgintiily propo.«?ed.

the Saturday night broadcasts for 
Grape Nuts over CBS.

Cincinnati, Dec. 4. 

Cincy's three dailies have been 
defeated for a second! time m their 
united war on radio. A flood of pro 
tests from readers,. local ^and na- 
tional, advertisers influenced the 
papers to resume listings of pro 
grams bf the five statidns her^B 
after an absenccf of two weeks 
The press. Is using only condensed 
tables of the air schedules, causing 
continued squa.wks from subscrlb 
ers and space buyers among radio 
dealers and sponsors ' bf broad 
casts. 

The dailies started their latest 
flglit against radio Nov. 16. and 
stopped it Thanksgiving Day. Dur- 
ing that fortnight their telephone 
lines were so clogged by calls from 
complainants that extra operators 
had to be put on without prevent- 
ing interference to news and busi- 
ness service. 

Local dally press waged Its first 
battle against radio In the spring bf 
'31, commencing with the elimina- 
tion of rudlb news coliunhs and ex- 
tending to Omission of program 
tables. A howl from readers, caused 
the papers to reinstate radio sched- 
ules, but without Including names 
of . commercial' sponsors, proerrams 
being Identified by talent names or 
descriptions of entertainment, fea- 
tures. Coniplete schedules of all 
local stations were carried by i;^he 
papers froni the close of that battle 
until the beginning of round two.

After buying the Casa Loma band 
through thie QBS booking ofilcd the 
agency had turned the task of rou-, 
tlnlng the comba for its conimerclal 
debut (7) over to- the network's 
program department. ' instead of 
concentrating on the band, the CBS 
program division, the agency de- 
cided. Was trying to see how. many 
of its sustaining warbling standby s 
could' be crowded Into the half hour 
stanza. When the network started, 
announcing some of these singing 
teams as set the agency decided to 
handle things for itself all around.

Strains from the 
composition w^re Included ih an im- 
print bf the 'New Deal on Main 
Street' script series, being bank- 
rolled on .New Tprk and New , Eng- 
land outlets by ' Koppers' Cbke. 
After asking $76 for each perform- 
ance of the march the copyright 
owner, V. Cardelli, was induced to 
isettle for a nominal fee of $6 per 
release.'

Russian broadcasting is confined to stations in Leningrad, Moscow 
and Ku-kov but plans are under way to erect a chain of relay stations 
in the smaller centers. The Moscow station, with over 100,000 watts, 
may be heard in the European zone and quite readily in England.

Both the Bongwrlter'a and pub- 
lisher's rightis may be embodied in 
a single contract Insofar as these 
rights concern motion picture pro- 
ducers. ...Meeting for the purpose of 
discussing the merger «f interest 
proposition was held Monday (yes- 
terday), the committee representing 
the Songrwriters' Protective AssO- 
.ciation and the Mtislc Publishers' 
Protective Association in contract 
negotiations with the film men. 

MPPA for the past, eight months 
has been trying to work out a uni- 
form . synchronization agreement, 
with :the picture producers, while 
the SPA has been pow-wowing with 
the latter on the idea of confecting 
a standard contract for the writers 
of screen musicals. In dispPsihg of 
sync rights the MPPA's authority 
only extends to works already pub- 
lished. Under the by-laws of the 
SPA all . such rights to the unpub- 
lished manuscripts of its members 
are retained by that organization. 
Picture producers have, suggested 
that the publishers and writers be- 
come parties to the same uniform 
contract so that the sync rights for 
both published and unpublished 
compositions can be cleared through 
a single bureau, namely, the MPPA.

when his heart, weakened by a 
lengthy .illness, gl^Ve out; His de-^ 
miise at-31 ehd^d. the career of one 
of the most proxnising yoiing come.- 
dians of the Ameriean stage. 

.Craig ■was onp of thie few 
tions- among modern coittediians— ta 
comic who w^o^e his own material. 
His fluent wit. was a; source pf ma - . 
terial for others as well as himself, 
and Craig's; fstuflf ,. whethet" purchased 
or just copped, was widely used , by 
fellow comedian^ lii. recent y^ars- 

Into'hla'few'yeiira Craig packed a 
whole career of vaudeville .headlin- 
ing. Although his ability carried 
him into every pother .niche of the 
theatre where comedy is used, he 
was best known in and to variety. 
But hei had been In pictures, nlte 
clubs. On the radio, and starred last 
year In the. Icglt musical^ 'Hey, 
NOnny Nohny- 

To the ' buskin born-=— his fatlier 
was a . burleisi4ue comedian and his 
mother froni the musical stage— he 
wiDLS Versed in ainines, but. directed 
himself, eventually to. verbal comedy 
and developied . Into a first-class 
mohologlst. Ha.d ;not his continued 
ill-health held him back with fre- 
quent interruptions, during which 
rests stnd layoffs 'were, neeessarvi 
Craig gave prolnise of rising to the. 
top of the monologist heap. 

Two weeks before his death, Craig 
was forced to withdraw from the 
New York Palace show In mld-Week 
because of iUnes^; Hte did manage 
to keep a radio, engiagement on the 
Flelschmanit 'broadcast the follow 
ing evening, but after that he was 
ordered to stay In bed. 

Craig Was perhaps the. ftibst pro- 
liflc of all 'dpublers'. .He held down 
as many as sevein jobs at one time, 
between vaude, hite clubs, radio; 
and making talking shorts, That 
achievement; with its overwork and 
the. Illness' to Which it exposed him/, 
was held responsible for his condi- 
tion.

Early In 1931 Craig : wa;s ordered 
to Saranac.- He remained . over the 
summer and returified to Broadway 
In the fall, going Immediately into 
tiie palace and . staying four weieks;

Mrs, Edith Craig, ..the widow, from 
whom itlchy had been .estranged, 
but with whom a reconciliation was 
effected when 'he was last taken ill, 
and the parents, survive.

all u'^lts will be. booked 
nrierits only. 

With a" few. excieptions, the units 
as a whole ha'veh't been at 'all Suc- 
cessful. Tlie niajorlty Increased the 
aiverage business almost all over, 
.but the difference In ihoSt Instances 
failed to justify the added , expenses 
involved.. 

. K. Qrpss, But No Net 
Theatres having enjoyed big 
grosses with units, found theni- 
selves in the box at the end of the 
■week regardless, due to the. over- 
head. The costs late up the In- 
creased business, and more; while, 
when the units failed to draw, the 
heavy guarantees were ruinous. A 
few such experiences with tbe $7,- 
500 and $8,0C 6- guaranteed percent- 
age shbws have cured the bookers^ { 
and theatres. 

Besides the actual increase In 
stage budgets with the,, units, the- 
atres iiave been burdened with nu- 
merous incidental ' expenses when 
playing them, Ha;vlng little more 
tban . Broadway legit . titles to sell, 
and in for big money, the theatres, 
have had to. double and treble the 
exploitation budgets in an effort to 
assure themselves a return on the 
investment. 

The mechanical costs were, and 
are still, considerably increased with 
unit bookings. For example, the 
Boston stage hands require' double 
crews with the Intact shows. In 
the booking there of a uhlt with 
18 people in the cast the union de- 
manded a double ?crew, 10 extra men 
besides the piermanent 10, or In 
other words two more people In the 
stage crew, than the show itself 
contained. And it wasi a pAe-set 
sho.w.. 

The problem of . what to follow 
the heavy units \ylth Is still no less 
of a problem for the bookers, and 
With the necessity of following 
them hpw at hand. The bookers 
are agreed that ordinary run-of- 
the-mill plain vaude bills cah't 
stand UP In comparison.

In their haste to grab everything sub- 
mitted, arid buying legit musical titles mainly, the bookers say they 
overlooked the quality angle too bften. 

A case In point, is the charge lod0«d agalngt one unit producer, whose 
show played on $7,500 gua.rantees and percentage. It failed to draw 
more than its guarantee in all but a few spots, but the bookers' big 
burn over this one is that of the $7,600, only $4,000 went into the show 
itself, the rest ($3,&00 per) going into the producer's own pocket. 

Cully Richards (King Bros, and Cully) didn't wait very long after the 
death of Rlchy Cral Jr., to put to work the legacy Craig so graciously 
left to hiiri. 

While Craig was very ill and believed that a long layoff was In store 
for.hlm, he summoned Cully and offered him,. out of friendship, his own 
material for an act until such a timet as he (Craig) would be able to 
return to work. • 

Cully, with Craig's matierlal, was subniltted to the bookers the day 
after Cralgf's death.

Al Shean may be forced out of 
show business/, that la so far as act- 
ing In legit is concerned, Decision 
rests with Equity's Council. He is 
liable to Buspensioh for failure to 
pay the arbitrated award against 
him In the matter of salixries of 
play;ers In 'Light Wines and Beer,' 
which he produced with others sev- 
eral seasons ago. 

Case Is the first one of the kind 
to come before . Equity, although 
there are other Instances In which 
sald,ry .awards have been made 
against . members of the organiza- 
tion. Mkttei' of 'Mr. Shean* of 
vaudeville and *Foliles* note with 
the late 'Mr. Gallagher* has been 
hanging fire for three years. Shean 
was appearing on tour with "Mu- 
sic In the Air,' which closed Sa,tur- 
day (2). 

Shean contended he. ways not re- 
sponsible for the 'Wine' salaries. 
During' last summer case finally 
reached arbitration after many post- 
ponments. When an award of. $8.20 
for salaries, was made against him, 
Shean protested although the ar- 
bitrators ruled that he vras the 
principal officer In the •Wines* cor- 
poiratien and therefore responsible. 
He appealed to Equity to reopen 
the case. Council refusing on the 
grounds that it stands by all arbi- 
tration awards, win, lose or draw. 

Last week the actor moved to 
forestall suspension action by Equi- 
ty, going Into the New York Su- 
preme Court for an order calling for 
Frank Gillmore to appear Monday 
(4) to show cause why Equity 
should not be restrained from ex« 
polling Shean from Equity. Move 
followed Equity's demand on Shean 
that he come before Council to ex- 
plain why he has .not paid the award. 
Case was postponed until next Mon 
day (11). 

Shean says the claims are unjust 
but Toblaa Keppler, his attorney, 
said the actor would pay if con- 
vinced the arbitration was fair. 
Actor decliares that after, the. case, 
one of the players concerned stated 
hie testified because the cast fig 
ured it easy money. On the grounds 
aire new angles on a reputed agree 
ment, Shean asked that the casei be 
reopened. 

. Loss of membership In Equity 
bar^ all players from the legitimate 
theatre unless In shows with all non- 
Equlty people. Until last summer 
there Wits an out for non-members, 
that being the Managers Protective 
Association, so-called Shubert group 
of minagers which had a; 'basic 
minimum agreement' guaranteeing 
the M. P. A. against strikes, but 
permitting two out of 10. players to 
bo •non-Equity in shows produced by 
Al.

Group, which includes writers and 
several actors^ Is ;a non-profit or- 
ganizatlbn. For that reason tickets, 
to Its shows are tax exempt, being 
ah even $1.50 top, scale ra:nglng 
down to 30 ..cents. It is the third 
organiza;tlon to gain formal recog- 
nition by the Department of inter- 
nal Revenue, others, being the Clylo. 
Repertory group and the Philhar- 
monic Orchestra, tickets for both 
also being; exempt frpm admissions 
tax. Contention accepted by the de- 
pai'tmcnt is that the perfof'mances 
are educational, also that 'art to 
the , public Is given at low prices.' 
Theatre . Union In addition rates It- 
self as a school for actors.. Aims, 
of the group are set forth In Its 
prospectus In these terms: 

•Ninety . percent Of the people 
are barred from the theatre, we 
believe,, by hlgii admission prices, 
and also, though perhaps they are 
uneohsclous of It, by the remote- 
ness of the - average run of plays 
from their lives and their funda- 
mental problems. 

The Theatre Union isrbulldlng 
a theatre of' the 90%. A theatre 
^hlch ^111 try to reflect with hon- 
esty' and vitality the ecpnomi(C, 
emotional and cultural conflicts 
In the experience of our audience. 
A, theatre which will try to con- 
tribute to those struggles that 
interpretation and excitement 
which seem to. us the purpose of 
the theatre. 

*The Theatre Union will pro- 
duce plays that have meaning for 
and bearing on. the struggles ahd 
conflicts of our tlmies. It does not 
expect that thede plays will fall 
Into the accepted doclal patterns. 
Its point of view is that there . ia 
but one confitructlye guide In th« 
prevailing situation: the inter- 
ests of the great mosses of the 
people> the worklnfir people, the 
workers as a class. 

The Theatre Union Is not a 
business, but an Idea. It has been 
launched with the help of contri- 
butions from many people.

Theatre Union has no Idea of in- 
vading Broadway, and although it 
seeks a substantial subscription list 
has no ambition; to vie with the 
Theatre Guild.

Topnotch Facilities 

Although Fairbanks Is in a posi- 
tion to. comment only on the- pro- 
duction procedure at .London Films, 
for he Was so busy with that com- 
pany—he served in an advisory 
capacity as well as acted-^that he 
did not get the oppprtunlty to. obr 
serve the picture.' making methods 
at other studips, at London Films he 
found the .set'-up equally . as good, as 
at any first-rate Hollywood studio. 
Every one ot .the technical positions 
is filled by a specialist In his line. | 
the studio 'riihs like clockwork, the 
;harm6ny Is a lovely, thing .t,o behold, 
tlie equipment Is of the .hewest type. 
There are, for. Instance, eyen sound 
proof, floors, . an ..improvement over 
the necessity in Hpllywopd of weai-.- 
(ng feet ..pads or treading jightly,.in 
order to keep the: souri4 of f ootstepfi 
from invading the mikes.. 

Furthermore, they, are rolling in 
money, says Fairbanks. There^s 
such' Interest- and enthuslasni in 
British film production at present 
that everybody wants to Invest. 
London Films, according fo Fair- 
banks, had to' turn, money away to 
keep. Itself Anierlcan. A little 
Italian , coin, has ^been permitted to 
seep in, but the majority ' of the 
stock belongs to Fairbanks Senior, 
Joe Schenck,' and the rest of the 
original founders. 

. Not, of course, that England can 
ever usurp Hollywood's place as the 
picture capital of the world, not that 
It -wants to, says Junior, but cer- 
tainly, for a definite', special sort of 
picture, it is a great hopping-off 
place. A certain type of picture 
Can be done so much better there — 
the picture whose foreign back- 
ground is imiportant. It's so acces- 
sible to certain richly colorful lo- 
cales.

Again,. British film production is 
hot hampered by Hollywood super- 
stitions.

They dare to do things, can tal^e_

and should— be. And a flash produc- 
tion picture can be made coiiiparaT - 
tlvely Cheaply. Henry "VIII,' says 
Jr. Fairbanks, cpst around 60,000 
pounds. Equipnient, labor, salaries 
are lower. The studio's personnel Is ' 
only ais big as you need it at the 
time. Naturally, no fixed overhead 
to carry, no fixed charges to swell 
production . costs.

Advantage For Majors 

And the majors welcome inde- 
pendent production anyway, Rogers 
points out. It enables them to get 
product at the right cost, reducbs 
their initial cash investment in the 
pictures they release, though, of 
course, they will still have to guar-, 
antee them. The independent pro- 
ducer ties with the majors to get 
protection, but at the same time af- 
fords the majors protection too. 

Rogers feels very kindly toward 
-Independent production, sees it 
.blessed with benefits for- the whole 
industry. He pioneered the field 
and it. gratifies him. to see his jiidg- 
tneiit vindicated. When he was last 
in New York sis months ago,, he 
was full of ideals about Independent 
production. Now he's in town again, 
looking, amoiigst other things, for 
stories for his new star Jack Haley, 
whoni he considers a cross between 
Stuart Erwin and Harold Lloyd. 

Rogers spent his time on the train 
analyzing the new economic and 
Governmental regulation of indus- 
try set-up and figuring out how it 
will all lead to an increase in .in- 
dependent iproductlon,. He arrived 
.armed with a nice new set of rea-

Ho remembers talking with sev- 
eral stars and directors before he 
left Hollywood two weeks ago, who 
even th<»n were eager to- go into 
business for themselves but w;ho,

The burden of the new tax scheme' 
will be placed principally upon big 
business, with far-reaching reforms 
in the liresent system Intended not 
only to prbduco $237,000,000 more 
money for the U. S. 'Treasyry but 
to prevent 'the avoidance and eva- 
sion of - th^ Internal revenue laws.' 
Concessions Unlikely 
There Is ho indication that the 
film, and theatre industries will re- 
ceive anything in the way of a coii- 
cession through lightening of pres- 
ent taxes. Congressional observers 
see little or no chance for, change 
in the pr^ent nuisance tax on ad- 
missions, 'although the Treasury 
will malce recommendations late 
thia week for abolition of some of 
the. obnoxioua mlscellaneoua levies 
resorted to In recent frantic efforts 
to bring the budget Into balance. 

Taxes On stock dividends and cor- 
porate surplus income (If any) were 
lifted last week when President 
Roosevelt, acting- in accordance 
with provisions of the Recovery Act, 
proclaimed repeal of the Eighteenth 
Amendmient and declared ineffective 
emergency levies Intended to yield 
$220,000,000 annually for amortiza- 
tion of the $3,300,000,000 public 
works and . recovery outlays. There 
Is a more than fair chance, however, 
that Congress will re-enact these 
painful ..Impoata thia winter. 

Nine princlpial changea In present 
revenue law urged, by the sub- 
committeo headed by Representa- 
tive Hill (D) of Washington, will 
bear directly on either individuals 
or corporations in the ifilm indus- 
try, certain, of these proposals also 
would have a direct effect . upon the 
Wall Street bankers a,nd brokers 
who haive made heavy investments 
m picture companies and whose 
manlpulationa haye been revealed 
in the past two mohtha during the 
Senate Investigation . of stock mar- 
ket operations and financial deals. 
Major recommendations were: 

1. A 36% levy on undistributed 
adjusted net Income ot persdriai 
holding companies to .produce $25,- 
000,000 and prevent evaalon of in- 
come tax laws. 

2. Changes In normal Income tax 
rates and revision of the surtia,x rat© 
to bring $36,000,000. 

3. , Changea In the .depreciation 
and deple.tipn provisiona of the.i?32 
law by reducing allowances on these 
Itema 26% to produce $85,000,000. 

4. Overhauling of the capital

Explains Code Enforcement 
Is Entirely Up to Each 




■Washington, Dec. 11; 
Enforcement of the code. •wUl be 
a joT) left largely to the Industry- 
itself under both general NRA pol- 
icy and particular principles' em-, 
bodied in the film pact; This point' 
was cleared up this -webk when the 
K.RA compliance division butlined 
the extent' to authority, of regional 
an<d state compliance directors .and 
boards. 

Exhibitors ■who. during recent 
weeks have beieh threatened -with 
loss of their Blue Eagles for alleged 
vlolatlohs of the President's Re- 
employment Agreement . may rest 
assured their cases will be handled 
cautlouslyi Deputy Rosenblatt: made 
clestr after conferring With mem- 
bers of the compliance, division. 

While drastic enforcement cannot 
be undertaken lintil the Code Au- 
thority has begun functioning and 
bdiards and committees have been 
set up, all branches of the industry 
are expected to observe every pro- 
vision of the code and fo have ad- 
.^usted wages aiid hours when ' the 
pact went Into operation Thurs- 
day (7). 

The question of code enforcenieiit 
offers several knotty problems, 
which probably will not be straight- 
ened out Until specific cases -arise, 
but In the main the Industry Will 
deal almost exclusively with its own 
people and its own orgahlzatlohs 
Instead of outsiders. 

Complaints presented to regular 
NRA enforcement agencies will he 
forwarded to Rosenblatt and re- 
ferred to the Code Authority, griev- 
ance boards, or appropriate com- 
mittees for Investigation, while any 
matters involving interpretations oiE 
the code will be handled by Rosen^ 
blatt, or outstanding cases, by Ad- 
ministrator Johnson. 

The regular NRA compliance ma-, 
ehlrte will act only 'where an Indus- 
try ill a, certain territory has no 
agencies of Industrial self-govern- 
ment; or where an Industry, though 
organized to handle trade practice 
complaints, has no machinery ap- 
proved to handle labor complaints.' 
This division wljl seek to 'adjust' 
complaints but lacks power to en- 
force any decisions or rulings. 

Enforcement Jobs which the Code 
Avithority or other Industry outfltis 
cannot handle will be passed alOng 
to other Federal agencies, the Jus- 
tice Department and Trade Con>- 
mlssion,, as Is specified In the Re- 
covery Act. 

The 26 temporary district com- 
pliance directors Of the NRA are 
charged with making findings of 
fact and adjusting all complaints 
of violations and the forthcoming 
48 state agencies will follow this 
Bystem. 

'A complaint of a code violation 
In cases where there Is no con- 
venient or authorized agency of In- 
dustrial self-government to handle 
T;liat" type Of complaint will be 
handed over to the. state director or 
his properly designated, agent,* Wil- 
liam H. Davis. National Compliance 
Director, explained. 'It Is contem- 
plated that the state director and 
his agent will be able to adjust the 
great majority of complaints. If. he 
fails to aid just- the complaint, the 
complainant or the respondent may 
desire to appear before the State 
Adjustment Board In order to ad- 
Just the complaint.' 

State Boards 
'When state boards cannot eccom-. 
pliah the objective, . cases wjH *>« 
forwarded to the NRA which will 
,turn Over the job to. the Code Au- 
thority or may in its discretion refer 
the matter to the National Compll- 
ance-^Boardi - which — fai turn mny. 



refer the case for enforcement to 
either the Attorney General or the 
Trade Commission. 

'This plan contemplates that 
1ig6nciear'»t-iffdustrisil-^ 
ment will quickly bring to the at- 
tention of the enforcement apen- 
cles of Government cases of wilful 
violation;' Davis declared.. , 'But It 
al.so cohtemplatts the adjustment 
without reference , to enforcement 
agonoies of more app.arent viola- 
tions and violations In which there 
Is no bad faith or which are due to 
Ign.ovnnoft ot misunderstanding.

Ejchi iiors seem more concerned 
over hov< .much they will have to 
pay to keep the Code Authority go- 
ing than in any other par^ of the 
code right now. ' While no method 
of assessment has yet beien devised, 
and While many Systems are being 
reported, it looks to leading cbdistii 
as though a fee system will prevail. 
Under this - an exhibitor would be 
taxed so much a month anct the dis- 
tributor by the year. This method 
would simplify bookkeeping and 
other offiiee cost*. 

No one, as well, right now knows 
how much expense the C.A. is going 
to encounter. tJltra conservatives 
are Inclined to the belief that the 
costs shouldn't mount over $200,000 
yearly but others, - better informed, 
figure $400,000 may' prove nearer* 
cOrrect» 

It may be possible to get costs 
down to the . point where they will 
not average oyer $1 per month per 
theatre. Again this phase of taxa- 
tion may consider the number of 
seats In a house, like the music tax. 
For distributors it : is calOulated 
$20,000 yearly would be a fair 
assessment. SpoHesmea do not 
consider this excessive for the sales 
end. 

The clerical and checking end, re- 
gardless of what method proves- 
finally acceptable, is' bouiid to be 
expensive^ With thousatads of com- 
plaints to sift in the course ot a 
year, and with committees iind, 
more committees running into over 
300 Industry people, Haiysltes see. a 
chance to siave the business some 
money. The Film iBoards of Trade 
are being held up. in the light of a 
uniform clerical clearing house; The 
claini.

Rosenblatt, In 
which the two NRA offlclals decided 
that so many conflicting, claims had 
been m^V<ie by producer and em- 
ployee groups regarding replace- 
ments on production units, that the 
only course open to the Government 
Was to conduct an Intensive Investi- 
gation of actual conditions., of each 
craft eniployed on plctUr^ 

In forming the investigating com-, 
mittee, "Washington will make the 
appointments. With various classes 
of production workers getting equal 
representation with producers. .It 
is expected that both Johnson and 
Rosenblatt will make any Code re- 
visions to place minimum scales and 
maximum hours of work for any 
crafts employed on a production 
unit that are recommended by the 
special committee.

This claini was made by Harold 
Smith, business representative of 
International Sound .Technicians, 
local 695, IATSE, at a general mem- 
bership . meeting last week. 

Smith read letters from Deputy 
Adm:ini3trator Rosenblatt In answer 
£6 prafests""tKal~soun(a^ 
.specifically covered In the Industry 
code. The NRA official pointed out 
that both sound and cameramen 
were, amply taken care of under 
Section D of Article 4 (oyer-riding 
provisions). 

This part of the Code, according 
to Smith's interpretation, will make 
|t mandatory for major studios to 
give the soundmen the minimum 



scales and working conditions for 
various classifications which were 
refused last summer. Opinion Is 
based on establishment of cohtracts. 
between the union and Independent 
producers^; now totalling 42, which 
sets the minimum for the majors. 

Major, company offlclals refused to 
take the claims and code interpreta- 
tions of Smith seriously. Comeback 
Is that independent production .Is 
now only 3% of coast filming and 
thereforo the. .scales paid in that 
field cannot be. considered the 
st£mdard=-for-tiieM}ntIro. Industry^tL 
go by. 

Before the status of scales and 
working conditions for the sound 
men is finally settled, it is expected 
the entire proposition will be tossed 
into the lap of the Los An]g:eles 
regional labor board for decision. No 
matter which way this group rules, 
there will likely be an appeal to 
headquarters in Washington.

Answers to <iuestionnaires , sent 
out by the same organization were 
almost unanimous in specifying one 
provision, aiid that was that the 
plug matter contain no reference to 
places where the, liquor could be 
bought. In connection with this 
point the inquiry revealed that the 
stations were influenced for the 
most part in their stand against 
designating retailer sources by the 
fact that local or state laws pro- 
hibit tho practice no matter what 
form tho advertisln 

Not For ies 
Another proviso many of the out 
lets are making Is that the. con 
tracts covering liquor advertising 
do not require them to broadcaat 
such programs before 9 o'cIock In 
the evening. Consideration is taken 
here of the kid listening element, 
with the assumption made that by 
this time according to the w^U 
regulated household the younesters 
have been tucked away for the 
night. It Is believed, however, that 
this time restriction will in due 
time be eased up, particularly in so 
far as it affects wines and the other 
mild liquors. 

One city where tho leading trans- 
mitters have put the thumb com- 
pletely on hard liquors is Kansas 
City. WDAF,. which is owned and 
operated by the Kansas City Post, 
will take no form of alcoholic 
beverage advertising and tha:t in- 
cludes beers and wines.

Reodrdless ot the. outcome of. the pending negotiations between the 
two networks and the AmeHcan Publishers' Association, feeling within 
advertising circles is tiiat the fight is ft futile duel In which both side* 
wlli lnmct injuries without any possibility of a settlement by force. 
Nobody supposes that the press can defeat radio in « pitched battle. 
Or vice versa. 

Advertising circles believe that the rancor and name- calling between 
broadcasters and publishers will vapish With a return to prosperity, . or 
something Ilk? IL that event there would be bigger advertising 
appropriations to go around; competition would be less a matter of a 
shln-kicklng freerfor-ftll over brumbs; 

Competition between the various iforms of advertising media has al- 
ways been keen. Newspapers probably havia hated blllboa,rds longer and 
With more susta;ined bitterness than they have radio. Every dollar in a 
magazine Is apt to bo Interpreted as a dollar that might have gone Into 
a daily. Similarly, all supplementary advertising, such as industrial 
I films, street car cards, giveaways^ coupons, souv^ etc.^ all to some ' 
extent of degriee Irritate tlie dailies. 

Nearly 100 radio stations are owned or controlled by newspapers whilo 
an additional number have, tie-ups. Obviously, while this condition 
exists; neither radio nor the press can present a united front in any fight. 

That the dallies by tossing out radio progratns do the . stations an 
injury Is admitted. But to some extent ;: they hurt themselves as the

Winnipeg, Dec. 11. 
After more than ten years of 
nionopoly In broadcasting in the 
orovlnce of Manitoba, provincial 
government's telephone system, 
opei^tlng GKT at Winnipeg, is be- 
moartlng the federal government's 
okay of new privately-owned sta- 
tion for Winnipeg. 

In 1923, 'Free Press' and 'Trib- 
une', both with radio stations 
found the bill heavy and an agree- 
ment was reached whereby provin- 
cial govt, would assume, control of 
broadcasting in the province: Right 
away, the telephone system got ,un- 
Wfitteii agreement from federal 
govt, that the former would have 
monopoly in the province. 

Along came the Canadian Radio 
Commission in 1932, vested with 
control of broadcasting in the Do- 
minion. Finally, James A. Rich- 
ardson, millionaire broker, asked 
for license for 100-watter in Win 
plpeg and got it. New station .will 
begin in January;;^

Squawks from provincial offlcials 
were jilentlful. Attorney-general 
told press it spelt doom of CKY, and 
he was afraid that new station 
would Interfere with CKY, although 
CKY iises 5,000 wa,tts on 910 kilos, 
and new station only.

of the benefits. 

isiost. glaring omissions, from 
the iEuitors' vieWpolnt, are the lack 
of provisions for imazimum hours 
land disregard of the 'unfair compe- 
tition' ctausejst that are a part of all 
"other Industrial NRA codes; The 
vaudevlUe code adopted by Wash-' 
Ington Is practically the same code 
written by the managers and ex- 
hibitors in a. couple of hurried ses- 
sions In New York .

Booking , oflice stooges are the 
latest gimmick for extra cdmmlsh 
grabbing In the New York Indie 
field. At, lieast two of the mor6 
prominent offices hav 'em. 

Stooges pose as agents and fit 
somewhere in between the booker 
and the regular agents. Their 
presence costs tne acta an extra 
5%. 

They haven't any offlc63 of their 
own, but double betwee.. their hats 
and desks det aside for them In the 
booiclng offices. And they work 
thusly. 

When ' an . act's regular agents 
submits the act, the booker says 
he'll think it over. Info that the act 

is wanted by the booker somehow 
reaches the stooge,. .Who calls up the 
regular ageiit and declares himself 
In. If the regular agents squawks 
he stands the chance of losing the 
act. altogether to the agent-stooge, 
besides possibly InctnTlng the 
wrath of the booken So he 
doesn't squawk. 

In adding another 6%, the act 
winds up paying; 20% commish-:- 
5% to the stooge-agent, 5% to -the. 
booking office and . 10% to its own 
agent. And sometimes 25%, when 
the booking office thinks it's en- 
titled to 10%. . 

The . stooge-ageiit couldn't exist 
without" the . .booker's . cp.-operationj 
and that brings in another angle 
that's, so evident it explains Itself. 



Alexia,der Pantages' coast vaudo 
roadshow route folds up this week, 
with the four remaining weeks of 
playing time in Seattle.

The stage, show houses 
will take the seconds, With, expecta- 
tions that tho. stagQ shows if con- 
sistently good and properly sold, 
will overcome screen handicaps.

Another Interstate theox-y la that 
regardless of the quality of the fea- 
ture on a straight picture bill, -It 
can't bring the customers downtown 
from the neighborhoods. But they'll 
coriie down for an attractive stage 
show, because they can't see it on 
subsequent releases^ 

With the Doiyney unit in Dallas It 
was " found "that rural vesidentH 
within a radillSTyf-WO "Btrtles-drove in 
to. see a show for the first time in 
several years. There is no necessity 
for them to make a tripi to see a 
picture, since the picture will eyen- 
tiaally" play la nearby 'theatre, In- 
terstate people believe.

So great has beien the demand for 
talent among the nite clubltes that 
MCA, for Instance, has gone Into 
the act agency biz with the estab- 
lishment of a separate department 
under the guidance of Bill Stein. 
MCA Is now booking not only the 
bands but the «ntire «nterta:lnAient 
line-up, besides the booze sideline 
iind«r the MCA liquor company 
banner. 

Intact shows have become the 
new nite club type entertainment* 
similar to th-f vaude intacts, Nite 
clubs, are debating whether It's 
better to trade with one agency 
than several. In this manner one 
agency can be held responsible 1£ 
anything goes wrong In the show, 
without an agency blaming another 
agency's turn as the spoiling factor, 
While vaude agencies themselves 
have hot paid much attehtidh to 
the nite clubs except for the few 
large clubia scattered in the metro- 
politan areas, the band booking of- 
fices hiave awakened to the coin 
possibilities these nocturnals have 
to. offer. 

Band bookers have discovered 
that the amount of money avallaible 
for name bands In clubs is liixdted, 
the $5,000 and up wanted for the 
nameis holding them to strictly the 
top nlteries of the country.

Huffman Is going to 
petition the code, authority for an 
exception at the Tabor .bn the 
grounds that most of the line girls 
live at home. He Is paying them $16 
at present, with the code* calling 
for $26. The difference at the 
Qrpheum Is not so great, the code 
calling for $30, while the line Is 
getting $26 and $30. 

Huffman also points out another 
difficulty.

It would be Impossible to 
have all the girls present at: one 
time for rehearsal.

The boys are told that minding 
each other's business Is the main- 
spring' of film woes. That when he 
first Undertook his studies In the 
acaderhy he realized he aspired to 
paralleling the 12 tasks accom- 
plished by Hercules.: But .that now 
they have a code which gives them 
something they hadn't before.

Order calling for tlio. collection of 
the full tax face regardless of price 
at which tickets. ire sold is ircgard-^ 
cd as counter to common sense. 
I'rovislons of the q.c\, itself have. 
t>cen under fire as being framed by 
law-makers who do not know their 
.subject. Cut rate ticicets for legit 
shows sold at half price wiere sched-. 
uled this way: a $3.30 ticket called 
for payment of $1.66 ($1.50 plus 
10% tax or 1.5 cents)... Under the 
new ruling the same ticket cost thC 
customer $1.80. That raises the tax 
tO: 20%, .Which is held as counter 
to the Intent of the law. Same dou- 
bW percentage a,pplies to tickets, 
sold In cut rates, at lesser original 
prices. 

Face Price Unalterable 

Washington has even gone fur- 
ther and sticks to the actual phras- 
ing of the law, which bases the 10% 
on the established .or box office 
price.. But, according to the ruling, 
the box office cannot change the es- 
tablished price;— any . other business 
can do so, but not the theatre. De- 
partment official rules that what- 
ever Is printed on the ticket Is the 
estfiLbllshed price, all other mark- 
ings or stampings to be disregard- 
ed, so far as the tax Is concenied. 

Similarly the box office must col- 
lect the. 10% on the established 
price. It sometimes happens that 
the box office will chop the. tickets, 
at the last minute for the rear sec- 
tions of the. house. Should that b6^ 
done and a $3 ticket Is sold at $1. 
a tax of 80 cents muist be collected, 
according to the ruling. That means 
a levy of 30%,' or three times what 
the. law'- calls for. 

Leblang's cut rate department 
argued tlio matter out In Wash-:

The ordinance had the. announced 
support of the Tilg four', the quartet 
that has peddled inpst pf Renews 
booae since 1922, and it was openly 
asserted that the .council was at 
tempting to shut put prospective 
small deailers. 

Sixty applications for saloon— 11"«- 
censes were filed before the council 
slapped on the big fee. The 60 
dwindled to 15 when it came time 
for laying It on the line. 
■^=The'^clty-=ordinanc6— went=into 
effect Wednesday (6) . An organiza- 
tion of saloon operators Was 
launched and its first official act 
was to set prices. Blended whiskey 
was set at 25c a drink and bonded 
stuff at four bits. 

Three places operated by non- 
members immediately cut the 
tiie. bonded price to two-bits^ with 
two-bits also the top for mixed 
blended whiskey price to 16c and 
drlnko.

Rule is for cocktails and 
hard stuff from five: p. m* and- 
lighter stuff from 8 a. m. 

This is in Itself was of no sniall 
concern to the restaurant managers 
who feared they would have their 
hands full witlii Injudicious cocktail 
imbibers. Tough enough on the 
straight restaurant end, but tougher 
with legal llkker, but such qualms 
seem Ill-founded.

Officials sent out word re- 
sulting In about half the speaks 
closing their bars. Including the 
swank gambling clubs, Cafe -men 
stated that If . this was not done^ 
everyone In town -«irould sell openly, 
within the next 80 days and force' 
the state to et showdown with a 
test .case.

Headed by Will H, Hays of 
MPPDA, a committee, including J. 
Robert Rubin of MGM and George 
J. Sciiaefer of Parariiount, fov»nd 
the President insistent that hla or- 
der stand as .written,, but disclaim- 
ing any intention to meddle in film 
business as long as the industry 
behaves itselfi Assuring: the appre- 
hensive comriilttee he has ..no Iri- 
tcntion of Iriterferirie with 
tractual relations between producer- 
distributors arid exhibitors or going 
jejrond his legal limits, the Chief 
Executive suggested the NRA arid, 
the industry try to get together. and. 
resolve the douiits in the minds of 
the delegation. ' • 

The upshot of the White. House 
talk was a round of secret meetings 
of the Hays delegation Of 12 rep- 
resentatives of all major and inde- 
pendent .producers, conferences with 
Rosenblatt, a talk witii Johnson, 
and the written riiemoriandum- set-, 
ting the industry's mlrid. at rest. . 

The net effect, of the agreement 
s a promise on the part of the NRA 
that the industry riiay go Jts own 
way with, complete confldience' to-, 
ward ^ Introducing mediation and . 
arbltratlori in order to settle grlev--: 
arices over film rentals and str&ight 
business ' relationships.' Johnson, 
also ^reassured the industry rio at- 
tempt will be made to stack the 
Code Auttiority or take away pro-- 
portlonate. power of major pror 
ducers. 

This result, .according to a per- 
functory statement issued by Hays, 
was 'very satisfactory.' Remarking 
that the result ol the conferences' 
was evidenced by Johnson's miemo. 
the MPPDA head said: 'These 
conferences were cordial and the 
conclusion is very satisfactory.' 

According to the statement, John- 
son gives up the right to (1) dic- 
tate appointment of removal of 
ndembers. of Code Authority ■ com- 
mltteesr (2) interfere in selection, 
removal or compensation of Code 
Authority employees; (3) meddle in 
exhibition contracts or disapprove 
of distributors' specifying play^ 
dates, as permitted under part 9, 
section 6, article 6 of the code; or 
(4) tamper with decisions of either 
clearance-and-zoning or grievance 
boards. 

Outlining the reasons for his con- 
cessions, the . gruff administrator 
pointed out the industry in perfect- 
ing the . code voluntarily made cer- 
tain important cbncesslbris, par- 
ticularly In agreeing to allow ar- 
bltra,tlbn of producer- distributor- 
exhibitor disputes, and In return 
felt the decisions of mediation 
agencies should not be subject to 
veto. 'Johnson' disclaimed 'any in- 
tention pf. creating a board of re- 
view' to pass on the thousand-and- 
one cases of this sort, pointing out 
the physical inability of the NRA 
to pass on each of this multitude 
of disputes and rulings. 

Johnson Yields Some 
. While producers tempered their 
dissatisfactiori with the President's 
order, and both Ro.'jenblatt and 
Johnson maintained firmly there 
was no show of pugnacity by the 
visiting film men, the Administrator 
significantly pointed out, 'We 
.haven!t had .anything hut -voluntary 
codes ycf ; . find that ■ he desires to 
avoid using force as far as possible; 

That the industry dropped strate- 
gic hints a court contest might be 
forthcoming if thiese vital /.issues 
were not cleared .up was suggested, 
moreover, by the last paragrapli 6f 
the memorandum, whicii said tiiat 
based on the a greenient 'the signk' 
tory pruducera and ■distributors 
have given their consent to the code 
OS. approved.' 

Had Johnson refused to yield 
ground ori these points, the protest 
irig producers were contemplatirig 
withdrawing their signatures, fore 
Ing the NRA to. resort to use of Its 
license power, and then, winding up 
before a Judge with the entire re 
covery statute as well as the NRA's 
power over the film industry at 
stake. Such a course is something

NRA chief has receded, enough to 
pacify -his opponents 

The industry's apprehension over 
the reservation by President Roosc 



velt of the right , to remove or add 
members of the Code Authority was 
dissipated by the Administrator's 
willingness to agree to 'exercise his 
discretion under paragraphs 2 br 5 
of the conditions incorporated in 
the executive order in accordance 
with the rQcommenda,ti.on Of at least 
a majority of the voting memoors 
Of the entire Code Authority and 
the s.ucceSsor of any person re^ 
moved under the condition iri said 
paragraph 2 shall be: appointed in 
the manner provided In Article jl. 
Section 2, Subdivision (ty of the 
code.!' ■ 

This technically phrased sentence 
means in effect that the ..power of 
remb'val will be exercised only With 
support of six or nriore of the 10 
members and that any vacancy cre- 
ated by .dismissal of a member will 
be filled by permitting the remain* 
Ing members to elect a successor 
subject to Johnson's approval or 
disapproval. In other words, Johri- 
sOri's harids are tied to .a e6nslder« 
able degree, particularly in the way. 
of adding rnembers, and liistca4 of 
the veto\ power being a one-way 
proposition it works both backward 
and forward.' 

SeenaristB Not Exempt 
Besides settling doubtis, Johnson's 
agreeriierit had a far-reachlrig ef- 
fect on writers, . dramatists . and, au- 
thors who under the Presidential 
order were exempted from provi- 
sions of the raiding clause. John- 
son agreed that professionals of this 
group employed under contract for 
stated periods are just as. much 
subject to tho raiding provision, as 
stars, dlrectbrs, and bther croatlVe 
workers; Accordingly, the exemp- 
tion was restricted .'only 'to 'such 
writers, authors' arid dramatists as 
are not employed for stated periods 
by producers.' . .. 

Negotlatioris leadlng.to this ngree- 
merit were conducted for the indus- 
try by Hays, Rubin, Nicholas M, 
Schenck of Loew's, and Schaefer, 
while waiting anxiously at the Carl- 
ton hotel and ready to jump int» 
the fray were Harry :M. Warner, 
Adoiph Zukor, W. C. Michel of Fox, 
M. H. Aylesworth, Hob Cochrane, 
Joe Scherick, Al Llchtman, Jack 
Cohri and E. W. Hammons Of Bdu- 
cktional Pictures. 

The suggestion that explicit, veto 
power over the Codo Authority— ■. 
which drew so much fire and in- 
spired the Haya squawk-^ame 
from Assistant Administrator Rob- 
ert W, Lea after he had listened to 
complaints of Allied States' Asso- 
ciation about Rosenblatt's, 'bias,* 
Johnson revealed.. Recalling hoir 
the code had been referred to. Lea 
for investigation of Allied charges, 
Johnson said that while Le'a found 
Rosenblatt had acted impartially h.e 
recommended that th^ rights of the 
administrator to overrule the Cod© 
Authority should be more clearly 
defined. 

This suggestion accordingly waff 
embodied in Johnson's reports to 
the President. 

Publication of Johnson's letter of 
transmittal also revealed that the 
suggestion that the salary and raid- 
ing clauses, be., suspended pending? 
investigation came from the NRA 
chie^. 

Pointing out that the Code Au- 
thority is named in the code, John- 
son recommended that the Admin- 
istrator 'have the right upori proper 
showing to disapprove' any acts by 
the authority or supplementary 
groups. 

Johnson endorsed the clearance .

No Academy Awards This Year 



But Substitute Proposition Formulated by 
Howard Estabrook 



Hollywood, Dec. 18. 
With the annual Academy award 
for 1923 possibly eliminated on ac- 
count of the chaos which reigned 
during the past year in the ranks 
of the Academy of Motion Picture, 
Arts and Science, Howard Esta- 
brook comes forth with an award 
idea to be sponsored by all creative 
organizations functioning in the in- 
dustry. 

He has sent a letter to the heads 
of the Screen Actors' Guild, Screen 
Writers' Guild, American Society 
of Clnematographers and the Acad- 
emy offering a plan whereby a 
merged committee representing 
these organizations makes potion 
Picture Award Instead of the usual 
Academy award. 

Idea presented by EstabroTSk Is to 
have the main committee appoint 
sub-committees to handle the en- 
tire affair which would be climaxed 
with a banquet sometime in Janu- 
ary. The plan calls for the combined 
membership of the four organiza- 
tions to vote on their choices for 
the period running from Nov. 1, 
1932, until Dec. 81, 1933. 
It provides that the awards be for 



substantially the same accomplish- 
ments that the Academy used as 
their base of award. 

Benefit of Fund 

If any profits came from the ban- 
quet at which national dignitaries 
are to be among the guests the pro- 
ceeds go to the Motion Picture re- 
lief fund. Awards, it is suggested, 
be made by the heads pf the respec- 
tive organization heads, with the 
winners of last year's awards be in- 
troduced at the time. 

Plan provides for the President 
of the Academy, if it agrees to co- 
operate with the others to make 
the awards for Directors, Art Di- 
rectors and the Technical awards. 

It is expected the plan will be 
submitted to a vote of the heads of 
the various organization s it Is su b 
xriltled fd " eaiFry ""this week, 'if 
okayed work will immediately start 
to get the machinery in motion so 
that the selections of the winners 
can be made by Jan. 20, with the 
award banquet to take place the 
following week. 

With the resignation of Lester 
Cowan, secretary of the Academy, 
all plans for their annual awards 
were halted last month.

These now receive and. pay for^serr 
vicing to T.M.C. which was, evolved 
and is headed by Sam Dembow, Jr., 
with a small staff at the ia. for 
the -purpose'.. 

Famous Theatres Is headed by 
Y. Frank Freeman, real estate head 
of Par; Ralph A- Kohn is v. -p., 
Walter B, Cbkell, treasurer, and . J. 
D. "Van Wagner, a Par attorney,, 
the , secretary. 

As a Par theatre subsidiary, Far 
mous control 1^. actually under 
Kohn as v.-p. of Par In charge of 
all theatre operations, but as to all 
corporate details and control, plus 
home ofilCe contact with the vari- 
ous partners malting up tho. Fa- 
mous , group, of theatres, . Freeman 
will he nominally in charge for 
Kohn. In the chair of v.-p. over 
.all^thcatre=operatiofiSr=Kohn-exerr= 
cise.'j similar final authority over 
other subsids such as Balaban & 
Katz, Publix-New England, F. & 
R., Famous Players Canadian, etc.; 
just as in the old days these as 
well as tho Publix Enterprises 
group were a part of the Publix 
Theatres domain headed by Sam 
Katz. 

While. Famous Theatres asks the 
right undter its offer to buy PB, to 



acquire new theatre or other prop- 
erties out of profits oi; earned sur- 
plus, this reservation Is not In- 
tended for the purpose of placing 
all par theatre control with Fa- 
mous, with B. & K., P. & R. and the 
other units grouped under that 
banner. It's merely to acquire any 
new properties in the Publix En- 
terprises zone, mostly the south. 

No change in home office theatre 
control under Kohn is reported con- 
templated In connection with the 
setup of Famous. Servicing through 
Theatre Management is to continue. 
It is understood, and, according to. 
Par officials, Is expected to grad- 
.ually increase in scope and Imporr 
tanco with- -reorganization of PE, 
New England, F&R and other the^ 
atr.e subsidiaries. 

Servicing, which Is now being 
rendered the, various groups which 
make up Publix Enterprises, as 
well as to B. & K., . & R,, New 
England, Kincey & Wilby, Liouis 
Marcus and others, is on a fiat 
basis with TMC a self-supporting 
orgahizatlpn now despite , that not 
all the theatres are in a position to 
pay on, the. line - at all times. TMC 
permits them this leeway in view 
of other pressing olillgations. 

In the past when Publix Theatres 
Corp. rendered similar booking and 
buying service the charge was on a 
percentage basis or an average of 
2% of the gross. It is, now felt 
that in view, of the large Publix 
=h.-o;-f orces= tht5n=and=the-worlc==^ren^ 
dered, Publix was undercharging 
itself. 

Position of the Par trustees so 
far as servicing from the h. o. Is 
concerned Is that it'.^ strictly up to 
the men in the field who operate;

buying theatre material in bulk at 
lower prices, Is worth the cost it 
should be provided..

New RKO'Radio City Lease Terms 




While the RkO people may be re- 
■ceiviner $1,500 weekly as an operat- 
, .Ing fee for handling the Radio City 
theatres, actual control, of the op- 
•eratlon and evierythinir pertaining to. 
it lies with the Rockefelier people. 
The Rockefellers are in show busi- 
ipess, and every Indiciation points 
more strongly that they not only inr, 
tend to stay In but to branch out. 

Thiey have granted RKO no relief , 
.which might be expected from in- 
terests who don't figure to stay in 
the biz. Under the $1,000,000 rental 
for the two Radio City theatres, 
about everything RKO does or 
wants to do, or even thinks, of doing 
or spending, is subject to the ap- 
;,proval of the. Rockefeller interests 
and literally mortgaged .t;/p the lat.- 
ter. so far as the R< C. thing goes. 

The new lease to. which RKO has 
assented for the R. C. theatres pro- 
vides, among other tbings, thie fol- 
lowing: 

.(1) Operation of .the B.: the- 
atres to be entli*ely indepehdeht of 
RKO. 

(2) Operatioh and policy shall be 
under a supervisory, committee o£ 
six, three of whom shall be inde- 
pendent. 

(3) -No labor, nor anything shall 
be bought or ordered ^yithout the 
price bfeing ifirst approved in writ- 
ing by the landlord (Rockefellers).

Keep It in die Open 

If the Code Authority bottleg itself up by meeting behind closed doors 
arid permitting its members to, cast secret ballots it stands an. excel- 
lent chance of defeating, the very purposes of the code. Aftier dll, the 
code itself is the Code • Authority. This board's , decisions- will establish 
precedents which in turn will serve! as ofBcial interpretation of the lati- 
tude aiid limitations of the various clauses. Until such precedents are 
established the Government, as well as leading, codists within the indus- 
try, admit that the code Is just so much paper and printed matter. 

Tiic industry as a whole Is sufflciently iii the dark and apprehensive 
as to its relations with the NRA without having its Authority thicken 
that smoke screen; and quite possibly stir up rebellion by adopting the 
%tancc of star chairibering. 

The Authority is a governriient. channel, .While private trade asso- 
Glattons properly have the right to decide their policies behind closed 
doors, the Code Authority concerns every 6ne in the business froni office, 
boy to top executive. The industry is, therefore, entitled to direct 
contact with eyeiry movement made and action generated by. that 
Authority. 

Some spokesmen for the major interests, describe the Authority as 
quasi- judicial, hence entitled to deliberate alone as jurors. On the other 
hand, a few wee^cs ago, sonie of these spokesmen joined with others arid 
even offered to extend their influence to inake the Authority an <5pen 
book. It was figured then that among the best media to irisure a fair 
status all around would be the light of complete publicity. 

If the secret method of voting is carried out it is apparent that a., codist 
can apeak one way for the record but vote another with no one the 
wiser. And if the meetings are in chamber what credence can the ihdus- 
try be expected to place in tlie version of what occurred given out for 
publication? 

It is predicted that not all of the meetings will be in. closet, that 
cases on appeal may be given public hearing. Etut, it is alSo anticipated, 
meetings bearing on policy will be behind closed doors. 

In the final analysis the industry as a whole is becring the NRA bur- 
den It is, therefore, entitled to first hand information concerning the 
country's great experiment in regard to itself. It is as much interested 
and has the right to know how and why a member cast his vote and 
how and why the Authority as a' whole arriyes at conclusions. 

Bring the Code Authority out in the open and keep it. there. Other- 
wise the interpretation on secret meetings and balloting will be 'cover- 
ing up,' with the industry then standing a good chance of headmg di- 
rectly into more, trouble — and plenty of it.

Warner BroSf now 
until Feb. 1 the "eorhpany is test* 
ing the advi ijjty of bonuses to its 
managers who succeed in increas- 
ing butiiness for their theatres. Plan 
is under trial in Cleveland, Newark, 
Pittsburgh, Philadelphi New 
England zones. 

If working, Warners propose 
making the percentage rule national 
for its theatre chain, with the house 
managers permanently entitled to 
a percentage on a basis of grosses 

attained- 

Percentage plan for the Warner 
managers is said to have origi- 
nated with Harry M. Warner and 
his theatre : operating chief, Joseph 
Bernhard. Under the .percentage 
plan, the mianagers themselves will 
decide where the raises are Justi- 
fled. 

Plan worked out at the outset 
takes into account a higher level 
Of grosses at this time of .the year 
■than 12 months ago. Managers do 
not begin to share in percentage of 
profits until business, increases 10% 
or 15% above what It was for the 
.same period a year ago. The in 
crease parity before, bonus begins 
is 10% in some situations^ 16% in 
others, depehdlner on local condi- 
tions and possibilities, ^ome spots 
are brighter than others. 

The. basis of percentage to man 
agers who succeed In running busi 
ness more than ;10 or 16% above 
last year's par id worked out locally 
according to theatres, situation, 
booking contracts^ conditions, etc 

The Warner experiment is some- 
thing that hsis been often discussed 
on the ground it is the fairest 
means of employing managers 
Other chains have mulled a similar 
percentage system, also In the 
thought that added, energy and In 
terest on the part of the manager 
would mean added revenue to the 
theatre.

Pic 
tures, under all circumstances, 
must be supervised by reiiresenta- 
tlves appointed by local authorities 
Subject matter of films, according 
to the law, must be okayed also, 
and must not be derogatory to 
China or its prestige, antagonistic 
to the principles of the country or 
political leaders, contrary to good 
custom or morals or reliate to su- 
perstitions of any sort. . 

Beyond that, films made by for- 
eigners must be passed by the Na 
tlonal Board of Film Censors in 
China before they can be exported

CANADA PREFERS FILMS 
WITH BRITISH FLAVOR 



Toronto, Dec, 18. 
Three times as many British films 
have been exhibited in Ontario dur- 
ing 1933 than in the year before, 
according to the annual report of 
Major J. C. Boyien, chairman of 
the board of censors. His report 
covers thfe flscal year ending Oct. 31. 

Of the 490 features exhibited, 108 
were British, films, this giving a 
percentage far in ■ excess of quota 
requirements. Boyien makejg the 
point that, although the United 
States trade regards Canada as part 
of the 'domestic market,' pictures 
produced against a British back- 
ground and with a British viewpoint 
are the screen -entertia,lnment most 
favored by. Canucks. 

However, of the; 2,219 film sub- 
jects submitted during the fiscal 
year, 1,494 were approved as sub- 
mitted; 701 were approved after cer- 
tain deletions or revisions; and 24 
were rejected. Of 25,882 specimens 
of advertising. submitted, 23,496 cuts 
and posters were O. K.'d. Accept- 
ance followed the changing of 
1,062 after alterations and 1,324 were 
tossed out.

Warner Bros., common, which 
had been showing signs of Weari- 
ness during the Stronger phases of 
the niarket. ten days ago, gaive way 
rather sharply under the pressure 
of a general declihe.

4%. Belief that the company can- 
not greatly prosper on replacement 
business only, deters traders here. 

Bonds did considerably better than 
stocks, due to. the improved out 
look for fixed Income securities 
growing out of supposed Imminence 
of a stabilized dollar. 

Keith 6's pushed up to 50 and held 
its improvement to the end of the 
week at that level. Loew's got back 
to 82 and finished there for a gain 
of 1%, Both the Paramounts 
trained 3 points to around 29, while 
Warners on reduced volume eased 
sVlghtly to just below 40.

Action asks for $260,000 actuid 
damages and $750,000 exemplary 
damages. It names three groups as 
defendants. 

They are group "A.' the ITOA as 
an association and the 63 indlvidy- 
als who are members of the organi- 
zation; group 'B,' a total of 85 oper- 
ating companies which do not hold 
membership In the ITOA; and 
group 'C Benjamin D. De Agnbs- 
tlna, as president of Allied Motion 
Picture Operators.

Oil top of that, Ckntor cpntendH 
that the vast unseen audience must 
resent thfe prolonged laugher ema- 
nating from the studio. Instead of 
these deadheads becdming gratis 
stooges and a good laugh builder- 
tipper, there is a deflnlt© reaction 
against them. For uncoinsciously 
Cantor plays to the visible audience 
at the expensis of the greater num- 
ber of mnce.-dlalers; 

They Get Synthetic 
Cantor states he knows all" the 
tricks ill the book to get reactlbhs 
from his visible audience, but. he 
feels that he, and -every other come- 
fei^n, becomes synthetic under; that 
modus operahdl. He believes that 
it will inspire to more Imagination 
and radib-creatlveness to play to- 
tally to 100% Unseen audience than 
have even a handful of laymen In 
the studio. 

Cantor states Am6s 'n* Andy, 
Burns and Allen and others haven't 
done bad without laugh stooges. He 
feels that the hooey about come- 
dians needing a feel of an audience 
for gag- timing is merely a sop to 
personal vanity. He states that 
radio comedians . when piermanently 
canning situations into celluloid and 
on a sound tratk have no audiences 
during production, so radio, should 
be likewise. 

What's more, the timing of laugh i 
only reacts against the program, for 
the vlslblei audience, prolongs the 
response and the unseen audlenc^i 
feels It has missed something. 

Cantor states Jack Benny is with 
him on the idea; also Jack Pearl 
and Ed Wynn. G«>orge Jessel wasn't 
at first, but Cahter convinced JesSftl 
after a while. 
John Reber, head of *iie J. Wal-

Conununications Mergers 



Washington, Dec. 18. 

Enactment by Congress this winter Of legislation tightening the 
gbvernmient's grip On .all forms of communication appears more; 
.probable than ever oh the strength of reports President ROos^Velt 
is prepared to advocate establishment of a powerful communica- 
tion^ commission and champion mergers In this field. 

Admitting his Interdepartmental coDfimittee^ on communications 
has rendered Its report. President Roosevelt last week declined to 
divulge, his personal opinion relative to whether Congress should 
leave the existing set-up undisturbed or supplement present laws 
with more effective legislation. The Implication, was, however, that 
the White. House will go -to bat for much stricter supervision over 
telephone, telegraph, radio and broadcasting. 

Probably few changes In the 1927 radio act will take place, but 
j^ederal power over radiotelegraph presumii>ly . will be extended 
on the ground that this means of communication: offers Increas- 
ingly-Important competition for telephone and telegraph. 

Congress Is sharply divided On the matter of Federal regulation 
versus private Initiative and Is equally split on the question of 
bhalns versus Independents. Members from rural sections, who still 
dominate the House whenever sectional matters are up, generally 
favor more rather thcin less stations dxid, oppose the big-business 
set up, while members from urban districts fayor a weeding out 
of low-power local transmitters'. 

Immediate reaction toward the President's, plan was varied In 
Congressional circles. Senator Cbuzbns, sharp critic of broadcast- 
ing, declared he would flgiit monopoly, while Speaker Ralney sug- 
gested the .entire matter be left, until 'after the depression.'

Until NRA has jpASsed on pro- 
posed regulations,^ cOde , authority 
can do little .but sit and vrait, since 
both: Bides are: disposed, to proceed 
with .utmost caution.

Final 
action on this proposition also will 
be delayed since the general NRA 
policy on code authority finance 
hasn't been announced yot..

When Deems Taylor goes to work 
en his m.c scri next 
Kraft broadcast, is is what he 
keeps in mind: is is npt a music 
appreciation hour — it'is-; cntortain- 
merit. So don't didcuss it in ternis 
of Beethoven, Include in your an- 
nouncement of the next piece the 
name of Paul Whltcman^and don't 
make your introduction longer than 
the piece you're introducing:. Re- 
member this is vaude, so try to 
keep the people amusjed — and tor 
God's sake don't use a pun. 

Stokow^ski's Intrpductions for his 
Chesterfield symphony ofchestra 
programs, Taylor considers ideal. 
He neither couches his announce- 
ment in technical terms nor docs ho 
phrase them as if he were talking 
to. tiny tots. Whatever .explana,tlbns 
he makes are based on the premise, 
not that he must lead his little 
audience by the hand, but that his 
listeners would appreciate transla- 
tion of the technical foreign lan- 
guage musical directions with which 
the composer has sought to guide 
the conductor. 

Taylor, music critic, opci'a com- 
poser, and also a fellow, who counts 
the day lost should fate deny him 
the pleasure of tuning in on Amos 
'n* Andy, has turned his scholastic 
mind to a contemplation of radio, 
Ending with a comment that he 
knows nothing about, radio, these 
arc some of his conclusions. 
Vaudeville Analogy 

Radio is not vaudeville — It only 
seems to be. It's so much like 
vaude. it's treated as If it really 
were. But vaude plays to a differr 
♦'nt audience every night, radio plays 
to the same audience every night. 
Radio is complicating that with Its 
studio ,, audiences. First of all, 
studio audiences are pushovers. 
Method of distribution- of tickets 
fruarantees it. Though the excuse 
offered for studio audiences . is the 
claim they permit the timing of 
laughs, most of the laughs wrung 
from studio audiences today come 
from pantomimic business, comedy 
.costumes and vlsua.1 bits. They are 
no longer - a true Indication of the 
laughs in the script, the only laughs 
available to radio's important audi- 
ence outside. 

Radio programs allot from five to 
ten seconds for laiughs, forgetting 
that the .receiving set audience 
units average from one to three per- 
sons. The natural Tfeactibns of 
small groups to comedy is a smile-^ 
at best, a chuckle— and that doesn't 
take .five to ten seconds. Mean- 
while the studio audience is roar- 
ing, and the home audience waits, 
-feeling it is left out . of something. 



CBS Suff takes Slap 



and mpre radio performers, particu 
larly if they come from thd theatre, 
re playing to their studio audi 
cnces. Studio audiences are such 
grateful, friendly, recepitive souls, 
nobody can blame an actor .for be- 
ing an actor before such a inagnl 
ftcient actors' set-up. 

But returning to the crux of 
radio's problem, the .necessity of 
keeping its yeat round audience en- 
tertained, Taylor says radio's got to 
find a weU that won't run dry. It's 
Incredible, the aniount of material 
that ra^io uses up. There aren't 
that many standard jokes to te 
vise.

Specifically ro- 
mance for the woman over 36. 

It seems likely that the program 
builders have, correctly charted tha 
route to the feminine heart. Pro<* 
gram carries out hidden dreads of 
fading beauty in the story, with 
some degree of s^ubtlety, but in. the 
commercial copy the statements are 
direct, and the thought uhmistakr 
able. Women who feel that they 
may be losihg husbands or friends 
due to lack of charm should get wise 
to themselves and use Edna Wallace 
Hopper beauty lotions. Results are 
magical, it Is hinted. 

Virginia Clark ia Helen Trent. 
She is forty Ishi but she's got that 
Edna Wallace Hopper itch. Life 
threatened to pass her by, but now 
she has the' right slant. Mentor,, 
anyhow, at least two of them — are 
in hot rivalry for her favor. Both, 
nrien are highly placed financially. 
Tha,t, of course, is this same Sort of 
delectable day dreani that on the 
screen turns out to be a Joan Craw- 
ford epic. 

It is very easy to satirize pro- 
grams like this, but to the niass of 
women it may well be that 'The Ro- 
ntahce of Helen Trent' is the dram- 
atized yearnings of a hation of 
housewives.

From 
the listening angle; there are too 
nriany fast-tempoed numbers and 
too few vocals on some of the early- 
afternoon stanzas. 

Orchestra souhds. best When play- 
ing softly, as In the theme. It has 
several excellent brass and reed 
men and a good pianist. Names 
of singers are not usually an- 
nounced. 1 A tienbr dbes rather well. 
Announcing, via remete control, 
could be Imprbved. J<tco. 
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There s^enos ao decrease in the deliberate poisonine of the wells .of 
publicity as practiced within radio. Press aeents and personal reps are 
conspicuous offenders and certain radio cplumnists, knowingly or other- 
wise, are permittlngr themselves to become accessories after the fact. 

This poisoning takes the form of sly digs slipped Into the various 
columns. The items may be true enough, but the victim of the. iJly digs 
possibly stands to lose plenty. 

Advertisers, when not completely sold on a prograrm, can sometimes 
t>e pushed into impulsive adverise decision against their own show, 
Cr its headllner, by some calculated bit Of propagandas The advertiser 
Interprets such comment to be ia genuine reflection of the public's atti- 
tude, Whereas it actually is nothing but the Indirect offspring of some- 
body being sore at somebody else. 

Columnists would rightfully resent and resist efforts to abridge their 
editorial scope. Some newspapers have pennltted their radio editors 
great latitude. But the editors continue to play politics. Even if they 
can truthfully assert financial integrity, they can have, no defense In 
forsaking Impartiality because of friendships with certain press agentd. 

Radio personality or program flops make good reading, and so far as 
iomment reflects a general trade view, or even a purely . personal critical 
reaction; that's okay. But such comment becomes unfair when It Is 
lanted to hurt somebody. That's pediculous. 

Press agents are the prime news sources of radio columnists. That's 
profitable both ways. It cits down the pedestrianlsm required to re-' 
inain a radio editor, and provides the niaterial to meet the demand. 

The press agents frankly iatiract and hold their clients by profound 
assurance that they, the p. a.' , are buddies with those radio column- 
ists who really matter. It*^8 a Jolly arrangement, with the radio per- 
former paying the bill. However, what the radio performers don't know 
about publicity Is plenty. 

Aiid what makes poisoned publicity doubly odious is that the planted 
Blurs against one person may hurt another. For example, to slap at a 
program's author as a itupld donkey can do as much or more damage 
to the performer using that author's material.

This 
muddle is claimed partly responsible 
for the brodle Harris took at the 
Inn, despite the e^^cellent reports on 
the band. 

This situation has caused the 
bands to get suddenly careful for 
whom and how they record. Hal 
Kemp insisted on this protection 
before going on platters for Quaker 
Oats-Lavena. Contt'act specificaU;^^ 
states that the saucers ' must dB** 
played only once on any one station.

iadvlce. 

Question of Chair 
Friction points in the early days 
of the Authority loom ais numerous. 
Some of the codists- Monday came 
out foi: Sol Rosenblatt as chairman. 
Otlhers criticized the deputy admin-' 
istiratot for making too many proroi- 
ises in his exhibitor speeches, aind 
prophesied that he 'is in for a. rude 
awakening.' In major parts no 
narnes for the chair were being put 
forth, it being iflgured that some of 
the dlfflculties in this respect may 
be overcome by also nnming a vice- 
chairman. 

The naming of committees, such 
as zoning, grievatice and arbitration, 
also seems to be :heading^ the Au- 
thority into another fray. Major 
companies are seen battling among 
themselves in mjahy of the key cities 
in .an effort to have., their own ex- 
change managers put into the driv- 
ing seats. 

Some codists a:re prepared to de- 
clare, according to their own sta.tc- 
ments Mo.ndiay, that no group of 
men sitting in New York can be ex- 
pected to make wise selections in the 
field; that the naming of committees 
should be approached cautiously, 
with plenty of bpportuniy for judgi 
ment from the field rather than be 
rushed into existence simply for the 
sake of getting the code machinery 
under way. 

-=^^-H;undredS-of-telegrams and letterB 
are potlring in upon all members of 
the Authority. FaVOra are being 
sought, men who have been, out of 
the business for years are appar- 
ently returning, with the impression 
that the formula smashes the book- 
ing system and makea all runs of 
product - available to all. 

As to Finances 

•Thls^ leads directly into other 
problems for the Authority, Includ- 
ing the matter of finance. An ex- 
ecutive secretary, virtually the most 
important paid post under- the code, 
will probably be appointed ■Wednes- 
day. In prior discussions it is re- 
ported that sorh'e of 'the. cofflsfs are 
opposed to paying such a man a 
high salary, mentioning $5,000 as 
sufficient.. "The na,me of a man who 
has been in the business less than a 
3'ear was being strongly talked of 
for this post over the "tveok-end. 

It will take at least t-\vo months 
before the Authority can effect and 
collect its assessnvehts from box of- 
fices. Money, it is also observed, is 
needed immediately. A. plan ad- 
vanced in majbr circles Monday was 
that producers and distributors vol- 
untarily meet, some of their contri- 
butions, immiedlately.

With Lho Rockefellers getting the full $1,000,000 yearly rental on the- 
two Radio City theatres from RKO, those theatres in 1934 \vill be carry- 
ing the largest flxied overhead of any two theatres in the history of the 
business.' Other sums must. be added to the rental cost!?. There is an 
operating deficit of around $135,000 for 1933; Additionally there are such 
flxcd charges as .insurance costs. .Also, approximately , $600,000 . which 
the twp. R, C. thea;tres bwe in aggregate to various . creditors like RCA 
and the Rockefellers, in addition' to money owed .to RKO itself .iifor 
advances^. 

If these figures be cprrectly coin the two R. C. theatres would 

have to undergo an initial fixed in 3034 iinaybe amounting to 

around $38,000 weekly. 

Were this sum .to /be added .to the approximately $33,000 iit salaries 
carried weekly by tlie two theatres, the overhead charge, .then would 
amoiint to $7l,0.6o Weekly. 

This is outside of film' rentals, show cost^ and advertising, outlays 
whibh easily would make the weekly running charg.e of the two. spots, 
by estimate^ reach above $105,000 weekly.

With many midwest theatre buildings going into the handts of re- 
ceivers; operators of the theatres In . these buildings are linking ..themr 
selves being, pushed out of their houses by men who. are going over 
their heads to the receivers and offering slightly higher rentals. 

With the receiverehlp. thing voiding all leases the operators have no 
comeback, the receiver, shoving them out for propositions which call 
for a little extra rental coin. Approximately 20 theatres have changed 
hands In this manner in the past few months, with several large circuit 
operators using this means to, add several money-making theatres to 
their chains. 

In most cases the theatres were able to pay their way, the buildings 
going Into receivership because of the office and store -vacancies. In 
three InstaLnces the- added rental offered the receivers -was only $1,000 
additional annitally on leases which called foi', rents of $10(000 to $30,000 
a year. '

For Trial in 





Walter Percival stud Fred Mar^ 
shall, president and business agent 
for the Scenic Artists Union, l^ew 
wer6. held for trial in Special 
Besslons court by Magistrate Brod- 
Bky in the West Side court Fri- 
day (15) on the charge of conspir- 
acy against Earl Carroll. The 
manager lodged the complaint with 
the district attorney In October, the 
men being rema,hded at the time in 
the custody ot their attorney, the 
late Morris Hillqult. 

It is the first legal recognition 
of alleged unfair practices charged 
against two stage unions, the legit 
code authority being disregarded. 
Scenic union heads were held un- 
vder a penal code .section, which 
reads: 'If two or more persons 
conspire to prevent anotiier from 
exercising lawful trade, >> they shall 
be guilty of ' a misdemeanor.' 

When: Cdrroll was producing 
•Murder at the Vanities,' the union 
Instructed each of its members not 
to supply sketches or settings until 
a bill of $6,600 due on last season's 
/Vanities' was paid. The manager 
contended that 'Vanities' was cor- 
porately owned as is the present 
♦Murder' show and that' he iS not 
an officer of either corporation, . nor 
does he ishare in the profits. After 
certain {lets alleged as ihtended to 
prevent Carroll from presenting, the 
>Murder' show, his attorney, Leo 
Rosett of ; House, Grossman & Vor 
haus, lodged a charge of iattempted 
extortion and conspiracy with the 

rosecutor. 

Affidavit presented to the court

iBowery 'Smoke' So 
Terrible Even the 
Cops Won't Taste It 

Bartenders arid proprietors of 
places selling liquor in New T.ork 
without license will be given jail 
terms up to four months with no 
alternative of a iRnei, If they are; 
convicted In the Court of Special 
Sessions. 

The stringent sentences Were 
fixed last week by Chief Justice 
Frederic Kernochalii> and his ruling 
will take effect in all the five bor- 
oughs of the city. 

'I want to make It plain to all 
bartenders who are iselling liquor 
Without a license that they. If con- 
victed, can expect flat sentences of 
three months In the workhouse,' 
Justice Kernochan. announced. 'And 
this court will deal harshly in the 
cases of proprietors, who will re- 
ceive terms of four .months in jail." 

Twenty-three persons were "ar- 
raigned In Manhattan during the 
first week of repeal. Most .of them 
pleaded guiity to selling 'smoke' in 
.places along the Bowery. The de- 
tectives who inade the arrests told 
the court they would not take "a 
chance tasting this stuff sold in these 
places. The court held that the fact 
that an . oflflcer had aeked the seller' 
foj:.avdrInk._oiX. whiskey ..was ..sufll.r 
dent to warrant conviction, regard-' 
less of what they were sold. 

Three bartenders in established 
places were among those who re- 
ceived three -month sentences. They 
were: William Wlmberley, em- 
ployed in the Weeping Willow club 
at 148 West 141st .street, who sold 
Detective Salvatore Accera a drink 
of whlpkey for 80c on Dec. 9; 
Charles Meyers, bartender in a 
place at 63 "West .120th street, re- 
ceived 36c for a drink sold to De- 
tective Lawrence Mulllns on Dec. 
11, .and 'William Davis, working in 
the Sunklst Gardens, 61 St. Nicholas 
avenue, who got 60c for drink of 
whiskey on Dec. 9.

other list. 

Work will be facilitated by ref- 
'bf'ence to the Trade Oommish's 
c(uestion form and analysis of dope 
obtained in that surviey but- NRA 
.inquiries will supplement already- 
irecelved information. The trade 
feroup sought only generalized in- 
formatidn from large corporations 
and confined questions to salaries, 
bonuseis and other compensation of

.'Blacktoh goes - 'way back to prim- 
itive means , of Suggesting motion. 
The director opens the picture, with 
what Is possibly the first instance 
of efforts to create an illu.sion of 
motion in Kgypt; 1600 B. C., where 
pillars near to each other, were 
i)ainted In such a way that ^i-lien a 
carriage went by rapidly a mioving 
image would seem to occur.

Picture then covers the stages by 
which photpgriphy progressed to:

pieced together prbvod all of a 
nag's hbofs are off the -.ground 
when in -'a gallop. This inventive 
accident -ras to settle .a bet. 

These earlier stages of develop- 
ment eventually leading to the era 
of motion pictures are more Inter- 
esting and bette ■ "iiandled than the 
sequences which extend from the 
early. Edison film c'ays to the pres- 
ent sound station in the evolution 
of the Industry, 

When Blackton gets to features 
of about 10 years back, and finally 
into talkers,, efforts .are made tq 
create various camera effects to 
heighten the film record technically. 
But the job Is pretty shoddy and 
the continuity in some instances is 
badly broken. 

Shots from many, pictures when 
the Industry was still ah Infant are 
cut into the picture, including ma- 
terial which Blackton and associ- 
ates made In the heyday of their 
careers.

HIPP CIRCUS, N. Y, 

there Is a liolldaj demand- 



Is— for a, holiday-time circus in New 
York, the old Hippodrome is the 
Ideal pliace for it. The b.Isr house 
started with a circus show back 
In 1905 or thereabouts when Tliompr 
son & Dundy opened It, and there 
1^ a sort of sawdust' iatmosphere 
llhgerlrig- about it yet. Mabel Talia- 
ferro, widow of Fred Thompson wlio 
huilt the house, was present at 
the first performahce;lo welcome its 
morheiitary return to the old style 
of entertainment. 

This experiment lis conducted un- 
der the. sponsorship-, of George 
Hamid,. outdoor booker ' and Im- 
presarto. At this, the olpeningr per- 
formance, there was the makings 
of a circu$ entertainment; but it 
hadn't been blended and shapied In- 
to iahy semblance of a performance. 
Idea In starting it the middle of 
the pre- Christmas week apparently 
was to have time to nibld and ishape . 
the material Into a pattern. 

If they can do that. It will be a 
show. As it ran at the opening it 
was just , a jumbled affair, lacking 
In life and progress. .Program had 
no definite system of running, the 
stage generally .tlutlered with rig- 
ging and parapheFnalia and acts, 
were separated, by what were sup- 
posed to be clown displays, but 
which in .their: crude state <•, were 
merely moments when groups of 
Joeys were turned loose 6n. the .sta.ge 
to ad lib while the property men 
inade. slow ' business of clearing 
away. 

Scfale is attractively low and the. 
name of the Hannaford family 
makes it look a. bargain. Some 
downstairs seats at 99c but. the bulk 
of the lower floor goeis at 40c, grad- 
ing doWn to two bit^ upstairs.; 

Show starts shortly after noon, 
repeats four times and ends around 
11 p. m; Running time is divided 
by a 20- minute Intermission dur- 
ing which the audience is invited to 
visit the side show downstairs in 
the. old Toy land spoti Tax is a 
dltne. Layout here is very bad in- 
deed, stairway is narrow and crowd- 
ed with the box office right at the 
entrance where the crowd backs 
up and blocks the stairways. .Noth- 
ing had been said about, an addi- 
tional tax in the announcement 
from this stas:e. Few people backed 
away and complicated the situation 
by climbing back up the same nar- 
row stairs- against the tide of the 
arriving .mob. 

Bide show is spare and cheerless. 
Toyland setting remains,, but it has 
deteriorated siadly and nothing has 
been done to freshen it up. Show 
cbnslsts of Madame Coo Coq, bird 
woman, snake . charmer, Zulu cou- 
ple representing native village;, 
bearded lady and a Negro, who 
dances on sh&rp nails. 

Hahnafords are' the center , and 
feature, working in what would be 
next to closing and cleaning up on 
applause with their standard rid- 
ing, and comedy turn. 'Poodles' 
Isn't featured In the billing, so pre- 
sumably isn't present, although. un<- 
der the heavy clown makeup it 
Would be difficult -to tell. At any 
rate this was the only turn of which 
they made showmanly use. It was 
briskly introducedi worked fast and 
got maximum returns. 

The real circus parade and bally 
was lacking in the other numbers 
and they hadn't enough to get along 
without it. A staggering effort to 
give the thing some sort of pag 
eahtry fell down. At the start nO' 
body had any special objective or 
definite function and like the clowns 
seemed to be ad Ubblng. Ma-ybe 
they'll correct this detect, for it. is 
serious to the extent that it spoils 
the show. 

Show has 24 numbers, half that 
. number being clown displays. They 
Include ° Schtilz's Slei^hant, .Bee 
Jung. :and .Girls, girls "working in 
unison oh the webs; Pailehberg'is 
bears, . Billy Siegrist,; single on the 
wire; Marion Knowltpn's LionSi In 
volvlng much delay In setting- up an 
arena ckge; Tlhy Kline, slide for 
life; Brenck's Golden Horse, ittct ms-^ 
Ing half a dozen posing girls, but 
injured by weak lighting, . That 
brings the show to • the. half way 
jnark and the side show bally. 

Second half opens with Edith Sie- 

rlst's aerial .return act,, heavy wo^- 
m .1 bearer and two mien fliers; 
SchUlz's Ponies, Alf Lpyal's dogs, 
comedy on the portles and. leaping 
hounds for the finish; the Lielands, 
woman and five young men, in fi.rst 
rate tumbling and ground acro-r, 
batics 1th a spring board and 
.striking . two and three-high feats;. 
B6e Starr, doing the : Lily Leltzel 
routine and badly in need of dieting; 
. Hannafords, and for the finish the 
Hustreis, high , wire turn of five: 
men featuring three -high bailances 
oh the slrand ' out' over the "audi- 
ence and without nets. Striking 
,^act-that _ha3j thril ls,.:.b uti jthe...,S ie:- 
grlst aerial turn has better sight" 
featureis for the climax. A feeble 
effort was made to put an applause 
finiiAi to the evening by assembling 
the whole troupe for a spec, but 
It didn't get anywhere principally 
because everybody just stood around 
and nothing much happened. 

Whole venture Is marked with 
crudities and loose ends and isn't a 
fair test of a. holiday circus in New 
York* If Buch an event can click 
it will have to be done on a more 
elaborate scale than this. Busli,

marquee display. 

Rest of the stage entertainment 
doesn't eVen get a show on the 
front, except fOr an Inconspicuous 
note in one lobby Corner, announc- 
ing the presence of the Radio 
Rogues, Jean and Doris, dance pialr 
and a Danny Dare Ballet.

play. They thpught It a special 
booking and not an advertising deal.

(Continued from.page one) 
more to be fieared than an Irritated 
Federal govemtnent w^th unlimited 
powers of control and taxation. 

Radio can be caught in the 
middle of a struggle not directly 
concerning radio. That struggle, 
mostly undercover, is between cer- 
tain business interests and the 

NRA. It Ohiefly concerns efforts to 
spike the labor guarantee clauses 
regarded as a threat to the open 
shop. ' ' 

To line up suppprt for the NRA 
the government, relies greatly upon 
radio. President Rooisevelt has al- 
ready employed the radio with dis- 
tinguished political success. 

Thus radio flndi^ itself un- 
wittingly on a s^t. As a public 
means of communication ' and 
propaganda the: NRA regards it as 
the government's most ^ormida.ble. 
weapon. But as ah advertising 
media broadcasting feels, that it 
cannot become involved ih anything 
so controversial, as a contest of 
strength between the NRA and big 
business. 

Embarrasfii 

Obviously radio hopes to escape 
invidious Ohoices. as between its 
clients and the administration. Yet 
a choice would be unavoidable if 
the NRA, faced with insurrection Or 
scuttling, decided . to appeal to the 
public. 

Outwardly the government 're- 
quests' the facilities pf the net- 
works. Such requests are of 
cotirse interpreted as mandatorj' 
by the webs. In the event pf 
an adniinistratioh spokesman takr 
ing the drastic . course of replying 
to NRA opponents by name over 
the radio the embarrasshient to the 
networks could be y^ry great if the 
finger of accusation was leveled at 
individuals high among the coun- 
cils wblch . control huge advertising 
appropriations. Espeeially With the 
competitive newspapers anxioiis to 
divert advertising awajr .from radio. 

Theory and fear of ' broadcasting 
is that if Wjishington becomes suf- 
ficiently riled at' NRA ppositlon. it 
may do ju.st this very thing..

Despite blasts of the former Hoi*- 
vOi'd president, .the l^RA- takes the 
position Dr, Lowell hasn't definitely 
spurned the job while ..President 
Roosevelt— claiming to be abso- 
lutely uninformed about exchange 
of correspbndehce between the 
prominent educator and AdminiSf. 
trator Hugh S.. Johnson— hopes his 
protege w^ll reconsider If he has 
actually refused. 

Reports that Lowell kickM about 
not having voting privilege and 
condemned code for placing, 'certain 
legal sanction' on block bookings 
were confirmed at the KRA but so 
far ho Federal ofUcial .has.adiiiitted 
Lowell absolutely turned, up his 
no.se at the chance to supervise in- 
dustry's own efforts to clean hoiiso 
and live up to Hays moral code. 

First letter received by Johnson 
said tlie Harvard ex-prez felt he.

Some have niarrled and retired 
from the sp-calied ' ahow business.

The big stadiums, better known 
cinema temples, demanded fast 
-cha singers. Personalities didn't 
count where one 

face looked as good as another after 
the second row. Public. address sys 
tcms were put in and most oif the 
performers sang or talked behind 

'mike'-^nd so the 'single woman,' 
who became a headliner through heir 
personality, and depended on' her. 
miahnerisms couldn't cope with the 
new conditions in show-business 
....and so dropped out. 

She was i great, gal, -the 'single 
woman-' She had to be. Her ap 
pearance was the signal, fbr bookers, 
agents, managers, orchestra lead 
ers, actors and town-guys to go 'oh 
the make.' Many ■ single women 
. carried pUno players, • some of thena 
had husbands, who WPuld s'tarid In 
the wings and say, 'take another 
bow. Baby.' Some cairled malds^, 
others carried mothers and sisters 
to 'dress them.' But they were car- 
ried mostly for alibis. 

Shis was a siftart, wlse-ct^ickUig 
gal and knew how . to handle fresh 
guys. She would .appear helpless 
and moan, 'I don't know how to get 
my railroad tickets'....'! don't 
know how to check baggage'....! 
don^t know this and I don't know 
lhatr with the result that they had 
everything done for. them. So, you 
see, the 'single woman' was far 
from "dumb. 

, M atari 

•The 'single woman; niore than any 
other artist, was iust as good as her 
material. Very few could over 
come the handicap of bad songs. 
They were always' on the lookout 
for . writers of good songs, especially 
comedy songs. The popular songs 
they could get from the. publishers, 
who even paid them for using them 
A song Introduced by Nora Bayes, 
Sophie Tucker, Belle Baker or 
Blossom Seeley meant a hit. Pub 
Ushers would furnish niany of the 
women with clothes and With spe- 
cial versions of songs. The pro 
fesslonal managers of the music 
firms would entertain them, on the 
road, paying for their meals, 
hotels, etc. Leaving most of her 
salary for banking purposes. 

Many of the big headllners would 
get special writers and pay big rpy 
altles, usually 10% of their salaries 
This would not. only give them an 
edge on their sister artists that 
were using published songs, but 
would also save them the trouble 
of appearing early for rehearsals for 
fear some one on the bill was using 
the .same songs. 

It- was a common sight on re 
heavsal mornlng.s./to see a single 
woman's piano player or herself ap 
pciir at the theatre as early as sieven 
a; m. to get the number one re 
iioavsal check so nobody could beat 
her to it. Leaders were bribed, 
stage managers were tipped, Wires 
were pulled to keep other a<sts from 
using a new published song hit tljat 
the 'single woman* depended on to 
put over her a.ct. 
Clothes became an iniporteh item 



with all. 'Single womon;' As soon as 
one of them would appear with a 
stunning creation, the .others would 
hunt up the same modiste,, who 
would then enjdy .a season's pros- 
perity. Or until someone else would 
design, a better dreatlpni The same 
thing- with authors. lariche Mer- 
riU. was' the .most successful of all 
writers for 'siiigic Wonieni.^ 

Very few 'single women' of 
vaudeville made good in pictures. 
Most of the big headllners were 
used in the . days of the early talk-- 
ers for .their^ specialties, with a 
weak story as a . background. The 
result usually wias bad pictures with 
no. options taken. There have been 
miany 'single w'pm^tt'' that have 
made good in small parts and. bits. 
But no 'names' ever clicked. 



The Ring:le Woman covered .nearly 
every Held of vaudeville,- The ma- 
jority' were songsters, character 
and straight. Maihy did ihusical 
acts, a few riiale impersonators. 
There were Jugglers, a coUple • of. 
wild' animal tvainers, many grand 
mimics, divers and swimmerjs, bi^ 
cycle riders, equestrians, aerlalipls, 
wire acts, naystlca ..'and rtany.

ROSS CLEARED 



An old indictment for grand lar- 
ceny against Harry L. Cort, pro 
ducer and son of the late John .COrt, 
and Clark RoSS, playwright, was 
dismissed in General Sessions, New 
York, Wednesday ,(20) on recom- 
mendation of the district attorney. 

Both were indicted oh charges 
made in 1927 by Anita L. Hay ward, 
a dancer, who alleged they de 
frauded her of $3,000 through mis 
representation. Since the indict 
ment Ross has faced two trial juries 
and Cort one. In each case the 
ury failed to agree. 

Miss Hayward charged that Cort 
and Ross represented to her they 
were the owners of Daly's theatre; 
that they had signed Lowell Sher 
man to a contract, and that they 
had purchased a play called 'Tropi 
cal Love' from the author. Corning 
White, They promised to co-star 
her, she said, with Sherniah, pro 
vided she wOuld stand part of the 
expense, of production. 

'Not tjie Type' 
The dancer alleged that the play 
was finally produced, but she was 
not In it. She was told, she said, 
she was not 'the type' Ipr the part 
The play was a flop, lasting only 
two weeks. It was not until long 
after the show closed that Miss 
Hayward made the charge against 
the two men. 

In his recommendation to Judge 
Joseph E. Corrigan that the indict 
ment be dismissed on the ground 
of insufficient evidence and his 
doubt that any "jury would find the 
ihen guilty. Assistant District At- 
torney Richard H. Glbbs said: 

'There is no question In my mind 
that It would be utterly impossible 
to ever obtain a conviction In this 
case and It would be a waste of 
time to give it to another jury 
Therefore, I recommend that the 
indictment" be dlsihisSied.'

Ever since the formation of G.T. 
the one big idea back of those in 
command has been to gain complete 
cQhti^ol of the amUsemeht business 
In Australia.

Deal Broached Before 
It was thought by many that 
W-T would join with the combine 
some little time back when an offer 
Is said to have been made to take 
over the W-T houses and convert 
them . into suitable talker theatres, 
but W-T decided not to come in on 
the terms offered.

It has 
been reported that certain, dlstrlbu^ 
tors were .anxious to use the King's 
Cross for first release, but the buy 
by G.T. puts an end to such hopes. 

Some months ago, G.T. execs 
stated that they were out to cop 
.control of as many theatres as pos- 
sible from one end of Australia to 
the other. Only Sydney theatre to 
hold out against the combine is 
Carroll's Prince Edward.

After the. cable 
companies, in Montevideo, agreed 
on a standard cable rate; the iTru- 
guayaa government sLa.pped on a 
three-cent per word tax. American 
news services immediately^ rather 
than botbek*, began picking up items 
for and frotn Cruguay yia telephone 
to Buenos Aires; thereby -saving 
eonsfderable 6ash.

Justice Care w .in charging the 
jury, after the summations pf Ar- 
thur P. DrlScbU, ' acting for Wln- 
ciiell and the. Mirror, ^nd Richard 
J. Mackeyi Who successfully pros-: 
ecuted the caise, stated thaf if mal- 
ice is proved, there should be addi- 
tional punishment. : No malice was 
shown on the: piart. pf the Mirror, 
which merely jpubllshed the Itemi. 
but the additional $2,600 against 
WInchell 'vvas punishment in having 
created , the offending statement. 

.iPleetwPod. Foundation^ Inc., which 
sought to promote the Fleetwood 
Beach Club in 1929 as an exclusive 
all^ Jewish club (this was at a time 
when the' Westchester-Blltmbre, the 
Lido Beach Club and a Coniiedtlcut. 
country, .club figured .in allegedly 
discriminatory publicity, Involving 
show people) enlisted sundry prom- 
inent actors, newspapermen, et til- 
a nucleus. 

WInchell was on the. original 
board of governors, but after Eddie 
Cantor had allegedly objected tp 
belonging to a club where some 
gossiping columnist might 'ihiscpn- 
strue his actions, to his public dam- 
age, Wlnch^j^l's name, was dropped 
from the secbfii.d prospectus Issued 
by the club. Whereupon, it Is a,l- 
iegi^d/ Winchell's spleen asserted it- 
self via a piece in the Mirror char- 
acterizing the Fleetwood Beach 
Club promotion as a 'racket.* 
Specifies Losses 

.Fleetwood, when tho negative 
publicity looked to make the ven^ 
ture collapse, refunded some $7,600 
In prepaid subscriptions, .suffered a. 
$16,600 loss as advance payment on . 
the ground lease, for the proposed 
beach", club <rest by mortgages, 
etc.), lost some $15,000 for salaries 
to salesmen, etc.> and In all suffered 
about a $30,000 . actual loss. The 
Jury seemingly conceded every cent 
of It by turning in the verdlPl for 
the 30G's against both WInchell and 
the Mirror, plus the $2,600 punitive 
damages. 

Gene Buck, Harry Hershfield, 
Mark Hellinger, E^dle Cantor, Felix 
Isman and others were In court 
(George Jessel testified by deposi- 
tion^ through scramming for a 
Florida vacation) and altogether it 
was an all-star array In the New 
York Supreme court while the trial 
lasted for four days last week. 
. Arthur F. Driscoll of O'Brien, 
Driscoll & Raftery stated he would 
appeal, and also made a motion to 
set aside the verdict. Justice Carew 
asked Driscoll to Bubmit briefs 
within 16 days and added he would 
give Richard J. Mackey of Mackey, 
Herrlich, Vatner*- & Breen, for 
Fleetwood, aia. additional five daysr 
for rebuttal.

(Unr 
derstood that the columnist, by na- 
ture, of. hlis gossip, must contractu- 
ally assume costs for lawsuits 
growing out of his department In 
the paper.) 

It was Robertdon who insisted 
that, a stenographic report bp made 
of Mackey's summation speech, 
wherein Attorney Mackey scored 
the columnist as follows:

'Mr. WInchell admits that he did 



not know ahythihg about any other 
detail except that a Mr. Lipsklnd^ 
a $50 ia weekvclerk, who. was not in. 
his exclusive social class, received, 
a letter from the: club in regular 
form, tailing him if he Was inter« 
ested h<9 cpuld send in for further 
information, and when he looked at 
this letter that Mr, Llpsklnd had ■ 
received , he immediately cbncluded 
tl.at the whole thing wti's a racket 
and dishonest; .also coupled with the 
fact that some unknown friend had 
telephoned . him a,nd said there was 
a bad crbwd behind the club; and 
iheri he heard the wbrist of it. all, 
that Mr- Rose was a plumber, and 
that so disgusted him, this man pf 
high social standing, a man whp 
thought that he was getting into 
some Park Avenue cliib, a man ■that 
thought he lis top blg^ too exclusive 
to iassPciate ■with a common plumb- 
er, that sp disgusted him that lie 
went out and wrote this rotten ar^ 
icie .whieh is in issue here beforie 
ybu ais 'the cause of the downfall 
of this' enterprise. . ... 

'When Mr. WInchell wrote the ar- 
ticle he had the thought that it. was 
not exclusive; when he put his 
name up to bPCpme a merpber of the- 
Board, of Governors he 'was express- 
ly told that his nanie was being , 
used for the purpose of trying. to at- 
tract members up In the . iBrpadway 
district, that they were getting a 
group of celebrities, that they wantV^ 
,ed the window dressing of his name 
and' knowing that, it having been 
told to him, understanding that, he 
gave theni his name. . . .-* 

Attorney Mackey grew sarcastic 
over some of the vacillating testi« 
mony by some of the professional 
bunch who ■were called as witnesses. . 
Mackey opliied, 'Now there Is the 
first example of the kind of men we 
have to deal with here, men who 
dp not care what they say; they 
just go on the stage iand spout lin.eiBi 
that they memorize over night and 
they will speak them here In the 
court room without reigard to Am 
oath, the same, as they spout them 
on the stage. . . .' 

Crawford Innocent 

Mackey, also re-emphaslzed how 
Albert Goldman, Commissioner ef 
Plant and Structure, J'esse . Ciraw- 
ford, the organist, and Saul Tejpper, 
artist, were allegedly swayed by the 
WInchell piece from not joining the 
beach club. C^'awfPrd actually can- 
celled a check prjEixi.PUsJy :tendered 
the day before the piece appetired, 
but when seeing it In tlie tab, he 
stopped payment thereon. This waa 
made much of ais testimony for the* 
plalntlfC. ' 

Mackey also opined that when 
Wincheirs name was/ dropped froiii 
the board of directors 'he (WincheU) 
went ott the handle and he put this 
article in the paper with malice and 
venom for the express purpose of 
destroying this club which he felt 
had slighted h^m. He said, 1i I 
were king' — ^these men that 'write 
Columns on the papers, particularly 
those men who are employed to put 
over a scandal and bring out die* 
tasteful things, they get to feel that 
.they are kings; they get to feel that 
if they are offended, ofC with his 
head.' 

- Xt 'was intended to shpw that too 
ill feeling existed between Cantor, 
and WincheU at that tinie, biit^ 
stated Mackey In hid summation: 

Tou heard about all the good 
feeling between not only Cantor, 
but all of Cantor's employees, and 
yet . ln th9 same column In which 
the libelous ietrticle appears the foN 
lowing paragraph! 'If I were king 
I -would make Nat Dorf than, press 
agent for Eddie Cantor, write down 
1,Q06,:00 times, 'One of my duties to 
my client is not to 'widen the breach 
between actors and newspaper men, 
but to cement ipood will between 
them.' 

TO shpw-newspaper circles, this Is 
deemed the first time that the gps- 
slping type of Broadway chatterer 
was judicially weighed in court, In 
any legal summation.

This is one indication Of the de 
cline of appropriations with each 
bringing the' death of th.e: fairs and 
'its hanger-on carnies one step 
nearer; 

Contests the Bait 

"With the drop in appropriations 
came a similar fall in attendance 
Without prerilium money the fairs 
can scarcely operate, for . without 
money for contest winners there's 
little induceriient for farmers and 
their housewives. Just sieeirig the 
exhlbltis 13 no attraction since 
they've seen the same exhibits year 
in : arid year out . Only the con- 
tests and the hope of wirining cash 
premiums keeps the- Interest alive 
Last year was. bad enough for 
the Fairs and . carnivals, with the 
carnies forced to play many still 
dates as a number of fairs failed 
to open. Practically eivery carny' 
flnlshed up the alley becauise of this, 
and the coming, season . looks even 
darker. 

Carnival owners recently, got to- 
gether, and held several meeting^, 
to decide what to do about it but 
so far haven't thougiit of any idea 
to get those appropriations back to 
nomaalcy. . 

County fairs are particularly hard 
hit, the legislatures playing, the 
State Fair for favorite, salvaging 
the big festival at the expense of 
minor exhibitions. 

Survey of several, states gives the 
best picture of the decline in appro- 
priations in the past three years:

Washington, pec; 25. 
Perfection .of an NRA code for 
amusement parks, pools and beaches 
was siielved (19) for a two -month 
Interval when Assistant Deputy- Ad- 
ministratoi'. William P. Farnsworth 
a.nd . advisors, perplexed, by lack .of 
inf ortnatibri regarding this . industry 
and its poor organlzatJon; recessed, 
public iiearing on the pending code 
proposals, 

nriajority of the 
blue ribbon ariiusement parks but 
backed ' by only a baridf ul of pools 
and beaches, proposed •: -code 

carhe in for withering criticism be- 
fbre the bi?ief hearing was recfessed 
until February 19.- NBA labor and 
consuriier adylsors subjected the. in- 
dustry suggestloris to shiarp crlti- 
cisni, while, the U, S. Labor Depart- 
ment cbndemned the wage and hour 
provisions as. entirely contrary to 
the spirit pf the recovery drive. 
-The abrupt .termination- of - pro- 
tracted code-negotiation steps came 
as a partial surprise, leading lights 
In the proceedings haying been 
warned such a step might be nec- 
essary .in view of the lack of co- 
ordination- and probable criticisms 
ultimately fired against the pro- 
posal. 

Winding up the two -hour public 
examiriatipn, A^sistaht Deputy Ad- 
ministrator Farnsworth pointed out 
that with ■ the majority of tiie in- 
dustry in hiberriation there is no 
need for rushing the code into bp 
eration and that before proceedings 
can be wound up added dope on 
many technical points must be 
available for consideration. 

Principal speaker during the curt 
session was Frank W. Darling, 
president of the National Associa- 
tion of Amusement Parks, leading 
spbrisor of the code, who defended 
the" trade-practice provisions as 
necessary to prevent cut -throat 
competition, warried that because 
of the industry's seasonal nature 
normal code practices must be 
riiodifled lest the industiTr be 'codi- 
fied biit of existeriee.' and sought 
to justify ;the low .wage scales andi 
long: hours pittposed on the jgrpund 
the Industry cannot be. limited to a 
fixed schedule. 

Proposal to give all employees 
earning -under $35 a week 'a- day 
off was described as a 'radical' 
charige in policy which will reduce 
hours worked " by one-seventh and 
require 15 percent increase in work- 
ing forces. 

Under the •proposed code. Darling 
said, many part-time workers would 
be placed on a full-time basis, 
spreading employment and supports 
Ing the NRA Ideal. Limitation Of 
daily or wieielcly working time In 
anotber- fashion, according to 
Arthur E. French of Manhattan 
Beach, N. Y.. would eoritradlct the 
NIBA, since employers would stag:- 
ger help without increasing work- 
ing staffs. 

While, no - labor representatives 
appeared to quarrel with these con- 
tentions, the Labbi' Departmerit arid 
the NRA labor; advisory board evi- 
denced displeasyre at the industry 
proposals. Mary Anderson, chief of 
:the Labor pepartm^nt'^ "WQnaeri'jl 
blJl'Gau, feubnrtitcd a brief condemn- 
ing the code severely, ' ° 

Question of representative, riar 
ture of the National Associatiori of 
Amusement Parks ahd the Ameri- 
can' Association of Pools and 
Beaches, was rahsed by the NBA 
executive, who obtained admission.

Changes In the code foi^ the< bene- 
fit of tlie consuming public were 
demanded by Thonias McGuire, 
NBA- consumer board representaL- 
tlye, who urged drastic . changes in 
the trade-practice section, asked for 
an amendriient to' Insure, adoption, 
of '.safety requirements, and sug"- 
geisted a provision requiring observ- 
ance of Public Health Service regu- 
lations by pools and beaches... 

McGuIre assailed provisions, re- 
strleting the form of indiicenients 
which may be offered to -special 
outings, picnics and excursions, 
contending the liriiitatlon on a 10 
percent . rebate, for admissions waflt 
too small a concession arid wbuld 
drive parties to cotnpetlng amuse*' 
mients or municipal paries. Darlinis 
Insisted the rate,- cuttliiig provislpria 
aro the 'rnost importarit part of thO 
code' and pointed put that in many 
states compeltlon for excursion 
business has been so keen many 
parks have 'put thehiselves out Ot 
business by offering excessive In^ 
ducements/ while persons a'rriang- 
Irig for special outings have pocket- 
ed neat prbftts. 

Plea for. special representation foP. 
pools :and beaches on the Code Au- 
thority was made- by Sol Plncufl^ 
representing Pool O.wners Associa- 
tion bf New York. Cl'ty. Pincus 
noted thiat pools don't have the 
problem of concesslonnaircs, employ 
different types of la" or, and don't 
go in for ballyhoo -and said that 
with many more pools and^ beaches- 
than parks the code authority 
should Include more than one mem- 
ber from the t)ooI and beach brancb 
of the hjsiness. Anticipating this 
demand, code sponsors had aug- 
gested an amendment giving, this 
faction twb members on the code 
groups 

While no action t ill be taken 
until the CO -day recess has expired, 
it la . possible the- NBA will septt- 
rate the parks frbni pools and 
beaches, whip through a code for 
the former faction, and impose a 
labbr-and -hour code on the latter 
group. Efforts to put over a repre- 
sentative-trade asspciatloh for pools 
anC: beaches have niet with little 
response, and probably the only way 
to overcome refusal of pool and 
beach operators to join a single or- 
ganization will be to fprce. them te 
subscribe, to some previously- 
approved code for service Industries 
or to accept a code worked out 
arbitrarily by the NRA.
